— A London 
special cable says: "A London Times 
editorial strikes the lirst authoritative 
note of doubt in English press re- 
garding Sir Wilfrid Laurier's chances 
Of success at the coining elections. It 
declares that the Canadian peppie are 
showing a disposition to reconsider 
their allegiance to Sir Wilfrid and 
t ho Liberal government. 

"Sir Wilfrid's personality," the 
writer asserts, "is no longer the do- 
minating factor." t 

The writer regards the Eraser In- 
cident at Ottawa as significant. 

"The campaign literature of the op- 
position, alleging graft, scorns certified 
by the olllclal reports. Sir Wilfrid'* 
services to Canada are cordially 
recognlz e d. Ho Is not personally In* 
criminated, but even i£ the minister- 
ialists can count on his great reputa- 
tion to save them from defeat, their 
majority will be considerably re- 
duced." 

The Morning Post editorially 
agrees with the Times, that Sir Wil- 
frld Laurier will have a harder 
struggle than ever before to retain 
power. It says that lie, himself "is 
destined to an abiding place in imper- 
ial history, but there is little doubt 
that during the latter years of his 
administration corrupt practices, aim- 
ing at private profit, have become de- 
plorably common.

Extraordinary Revelations at 
Trial of Morse And Curtis 
in New York 


New York, Oct. 1G.— Lesllo E. Whit- 
ing, a tow-headed youth of 19, until 
recently at 512 a week clerking in a 
broker's office, was tho. star witness 
today at the trial iir ■ the criminal 
branch of the United States court of 
Charles W. Morse, financial manager 
and promoter, who with Alfred P. Cur- 
tis, formerly president of the National 
Bank of North America, is charged 
with having violated the national 
banking laws. In the testimony of 
Edward P. Moxey, a government bank 
examiner. It had been revealed that a 
person by tho name of Leslie E. Whit- 
ing, had been one of the heaviest bor- 
rowers from tho National Bank of 
North America, at one time owing tho 
institution as much as $310,000. There 
was hardly a week went by in the year 
of 1907, the testimony showed, that 
Whiting did not borrow $100,000 or 
more, giving ice stock, principally, as 
security. It always appeared on tho 
records, as presented, however, that 
the enbmous sums of money borrow- 
ed by Whiting were credited to the ac- 
count of Charles W. Morse. 

At the investigation of Examiner 
Moxey's testimony, Leslie Whiting 
was called to the stand and those In 
the court room who had expected to 
see a dignified, shrewd looking busi- 
ness man step forward, wore aston- 
ished to see a smooth-cheeked boy of 
under twenty years of age, walk ner- 
vously to tho witness chair. A sm!i<2 
swept the room, and Judge Hough 
rapped sharply for order. 

After Whiting Had been made to 
describe how he had come to sign the 
notes which made him indebted to tho 
bank for such large amounts, he was 
asked: "Could you have paid the note 
I hold here for ?S2,O00?" 

"What, me?" answered the startled 
boy. "No, r couldn't." 

"Could you have paid a $1,000 note?" 
pressed the attorney for the prosecu- 
tion. 

"No, sir," responded tho boy. 

For half an hour longer tho youth 
was kept on the stand, while a bunch 
of letters, bearing the signature "Les- 
lie 10. Whiting," and directed to the 
National Bank of North America, were 
read. These letters, couched in busi- 
nesslike terms, gave orders to the bank 
for transferring collateral, charges and 
renewals of notes. A sentence in one 
letter read: "Enclosed please find tho 
check for $200,000, which apply to my 
account." The witness admitted In 
answer to questions that he had been 
sent to tho bank by his employers to 
sign the notes. He said he knew ho 
was incurring an obligation, but felt 
sure his employers would protect tho 
notes. Whiting testified that he had 
never talked with Mr. Morse or Mr. 
Curtis concerning these notes, or tho 
putting up of collateral. The boy 
also said that he did not think his 
employers knew that he was not of 
age. 

Davison Brown, another broker's 
clerk, testified to having signed notes 
for loans for more than $100,000. 
Rrown had a bad memory, and his 
testimony was of little value. Tho 
afternoon session was almost entirely 
devoted to tracing tho loans made In 
the name of Whiting.' Bank Examiner 
Moxey started with loans made in 
June last year, and showed how the 
loans were repeatedly renewed. It 
was brought out that at one time the 
the bank made a pt/pflt of $132,000 on 
the loans, but the profit was on paper 
only. This testimony led up to the 
testimony of young Whiting. 

After Whiting had testified the case 
was adjourned for the day. The trial 
will bo resumed tomorrow, a most un- 
usual proceeding, for not In 25 years 
It Is said, has a federal tribunal here 
had a session on Saturday. The 
jury was kept under guard tonight.

Women And Children Caught 
in Train Wreck And Were 
Burned to Death 



Alpena, Mich., Oct. 16.— Fifteen peo- 
ple lost their lives last night in tho 
burning of the Detroit and Mackinaw 
railway train which was carrying the 
inhabitants of the little village of 
Metz, 23 miles north of here, to safe- 
ty from the forest fires which wero 
sweeping away their homes. The ill- 
fated train was ditched by spreading 
rails at Nowicke siding, a few miles 
south of Metz, and the terrified re- 
fugees were forced to abandon the 
cars and rush for safety down the 
track with burning forests on either 
side. 

Tho victims were women and chil- 
dren who were unable to escape quick- 
ly enough from the gondola car which 
they were occupying. Their charred 
bodies were found there today when 
rescuers reached the scene. Two of 
tho victims were members of the train 
crew. 

Following Is a list of tho dead: Wm. 
Barrett, Alpena, brakeman; Arthur 
Lee, Alpena, fireman; John Koi- 
nleczny, Mrs. John Koinleczny and son, 
aged 2; Jos. Koinleczny, aged 3; Helen 
Koinleczny, aged 7 months; Mrs. Geo. 
Cicero; Margaret Cicero, aged 2; Geo. 
Cicero, aged 5; — Cicero, aged S; 
Mrs. Emma Hardies; Pauline Hardies, 
aged 9; Mary Hardies, aged 3; Minnie 
Hardies, aged 8 months. 

From Peril to Peril 

When the forest fires closed in abouf 
the village a special train of three 
empty box cars and two coal gondo- 
las was rushed to Metz. When the 
wreck occurred the terror-stricken 
people, caught hy the peril from 
which they were fleeing, jumped from 
the cars on which they started and 
rushed down the tracks. The three 
mothers and their little babes were 
not quick enough, and wero cremated 
in the gondola cars where they were 
caught' when the rails spread, tho 
train leaving the track, surrounded by 
blazing piles of ties, from which tho 
cars caught fire. 

Brakeman Wm. Barrett sprang Into 
tho water tank behind tho engine, 
only to bo boiled to death. Engineer 
Foster and Conductor Klnvllle fled 
down the track to Boisen to report 
the wreck. Behind them straggled a 
burdened and wounded procession of 
refugees from tho wrecked train. It

BATTLESHIP FLEET 
CAUGHT IN TYPHOON 

Decks Swept by Tremendous 
Seas— One Man Washed 
Overboard 



Tokio, Oct. 16.— The delay of tho 
United States battleship fleet in ar- 
riving at Yokohama was due to a tre- 
mendous storm off the north coast of 
the island of Luzon, of the Philippine 
group. The storm began on the morning 
of October 12, and continued until the 
afternoon of October 13. One man was 
drowned and some damage resulted to 
the fleet. These details were com- 
municated to the Associated Press at 
Tokio by wireless telegraph from the 
battleship Connecticut, though the 
special courtesy of the Japanese gov- 
ernment. The fleet will arrive at 'Yo- 
kohama at 9 o'clock on the morning of 
October 18. 

The wireless telegram from the fleet 
says: "On the morning of October 12 
the fleet encountered a northeast gale 
while off the north coast of the Island 
of Luzon, fierce storm and heavy wind 
all that afternoon and night, and the 
seas were tremendously heavy. Speed 
was reduced, but the ships were con- 
stantly taking seas aboard. AVilliam 
Fulter, a gunner's mate, was washed 
overboard from the quarter deck of the 
Rhode Island and was drowned. Tho 
Virginia, New Jersey and Wisconsin 
each lost lifeboats, and the first top- 
mast of the Keursarge was carried 
away. The fleet held its course dur- 
ing the storm, which moderated on the 
afternoon of the 13th, when the wind 
hauled off to the east and fine weather 
prevailed," 

Owing to the storm tho fleet will 
not arrive at Yokohama until the 
morning of tho 18th. Bendlx Johnson, 
gunner's mate on the Missouri, died 
of heart disease. He was burled at 
sea on October 16th. The fleet stopp'ed 
and the colors were half-masted. 



Settled Out of Court 
Ottawa, Oct. 16. — In the supreme 
court the appeal of Ftaser vs. the 
C.P.R. and tho city of Vlnnipcg, tho 
last of tho western cases, was called. 
It was stated that an arrangement had 
been made out of court between the 
parties, agreeing that the appeal 
should be dismissed with costs. This 
was done. 

Grayson Suspended. 
London, Oct. 16.— Albert V. Grav- 
BO.n, tho Socialist member of the House 
of Commons from Yorkshire, who 
created a scene in tho House yester- 
day by denouncing the members for 
not succoring the starving thousands 
of the streets of London, after which 
he was obliged to leave tho House 
amid the cries of disapproval from his 
colleagues, was today suspended for 
tho rest 'of the session.

— Despite tho 
lateness of the hour, John E. Redmond 
and John Fitzglbbon wero given an 
enthusiastic reception on landing from 
the steamer Cedrlc last night. Depu- 
tations which met them presented ad- 
dresses. Mr. Redmond in a speech of 
thanks said that the Boston conven- 
tion was tho most successful conven- 
tion he had ever attended.

— The explosion of 
a powder house at Cumberland occur- 
red at 6:15 this morning while several 
men were getting their powder pre- 
paratory to going on shift in tho 
mines. 

Four men' were injured, and two of 
them, Alex Armstrong and John Baird, 
are now in the hospital. 

McNlvln's boarding house, which was 
situated about twenty yards from the 
powder house, was blown to match- 
wood, the inmates fortunately escap- 
ing serious injury. Plate glass on 
Dunsmuir avenue, in the business sec- 
tion of the town, was all demolished. 

Tho powder house was a shed a 
short distance from ■ tho boarding 
house, and was used as a powder 
house by tho boarders, who stored 
their powder there. It is thought ono 
of the men dropped a match, und this 
being stopped upon ignited the loose 
powder, causing the explosion. 

BALLOON IST^ PERILS 

Two Gorman Aeronauts Rescued by 
North Sea Fishermen — One Bal- 
loon Still Missing 



Hull, Eng., Oct. 16.— The German 
balloon Plauen, which left Berlin 
Monday in an endurance contest, was 
picked up on Wednesday night In tho 
North Sea by a trawler. Clinging to 
the balloon were the two aeronauts In 
an almost exhausted condition. Tho 
men wero brought here, and Schreiber 
is now in an infirmary, where his con- 
dition Is said to be quite serious. 
The rescue took place about 2-10 miles 
from Spurhead. Hacksetter, who 
shows but little 1 effect from his thril- 
ling experience, said tonight that nei- 
ther he nor his companion ever ex- 
pected to survive. 

Berlin, Oct. 1G.— A message from 
the balloon Hergesell has been picked 
up near Osterwanne, in Hanover 
province. It is without date, but 
probably was written Tuesday and is 
as follows: 

. "Hergesell, 9 a.m. Height, 2,100. 
Direction and place uncertain, prob- 
ably near the coast. (Signed) Foer- 
tzcii." 

The records show that at that hour 
the wind was blowing from the south- 
east and would have driven tho bal- 
loon northwest in the direction of tho 
sea. Nothing further is known of the 
balloon. 



Collision and Panic 

New York, Oct. 16. — Ono man was . 
drowned and 75 persons were thrown 1 
into a panic tonight when tho steamer 
New York wus rammed by the tug 1 
William H. Flannery, in tho North : 
river. James Charles, fireman on the i 
tugboat, the man drowned, was | 
knocked overboard when the crash 
came and sank immediately. In the 
excitement preparations were made 
to lower the lifeboats of the New York 
although there was no danger of her 
sinking. The crew had difficulty in I 
calming the frightened passengers. 
Captain File, of the tugboat was ar- 
rested on a charge of Intoxication, | 
and criminal negligence. Neither 
vessels were seriously damaged.

The man- 
agement will deduct five per cent, 
from the deposits to cover expenses. 



Nanaimo, Oct. 1G.— When tho Con- 
servative meeting was called to order 
shortly after 8 o'clock by Edward 
Quenell, president of the Conservative 
association, the house was packed to 
eupaciiy. rlie lauies of Nanaimo wero 
well represented in tho audience. 
Hon. Dr. Young 

Dr. Young, provincial secretary, 
was the first speaker. He said that 
tho questions before tho people today 
were such that tlioy were to bo 
viewed not from the point of view of 
partisanship, but of citizenship.

Mr. Fielding sayH 
that the surpluses will pay for these, 
if they have surplusses, why does tho 
national debt continuo to increase? 
They have taken over $232,000,000 In 
■ n.uitioii to the ordinary taxes since 
they came into power. The work of 
W. T. R. Preston, in Japan, wns 
reviewed by the speaker. "What is 
ho doing in Japan?" asked Dr. i'oung.

He began by denying that tho 
Premier, Mr. Hawthornthwaite and 
himself had entered into a compact to 
defeat Mr. Smith. Ho was in tho 
fight to stay, and he had every con- 
fidence that ho would win it. This 
rumor had originated In tho fertile 
brain of the editor of tho Times. He 
would deny another rumor. It had 
been declared that ho was tho tool 
of the C.P.R. This had been given 
out on a public platform by Mr. Smith. 
He said that he had some years ago 
been engaged by the company to sur- 
vey the line on the west coast to Al- 
berni. That terminated his connec- 
tion with the C.P.R. He declared 
that one thing he would support was 
purity of administration. He said 
that all over the Island there wero 
signs of death -bod repentenco. There, 
was a $7,000 rock to be removed at 
Sooko harbor; wharves wero promised 
at Sidney and Nanaimo; an experi- 
mental farm at Duncan. The money 
was the people's, and it was timo 
that measures were taken to prevent 
this sort of expenditure. 

Mr. Shepherd took up some of the 
public utterances of his opponent, Mr; 
Smith. Mr. Smith referred to the 
Lemleux arbitration act as a panacea 
for labor ills. The labor congress 
thought differently, as at the recent 
meeting of that body in Halifax the 
act was repudiated. Mr. Smith said 
that the Asiatic exclusion matter was 
forever settled. The congress, on the 
other hand, took the opposite view 
and decided to keep on demanding 
Asiatic exclusion. The question of 
Bettor Terms was another important 
matter. British Columbia entered 
confederation on an equal footing 
with the other provinces, yet only 3 
per cent, of the province is capable 
of cultivation, and the total cost of 
civil government Is many times more 
per capita than in tho other provinces. 
Tho result is a provincial debt of 
$13,000,000, which tho province can 
never pay without tho aid of the Do- 
minion. The province only asked that 
an Impartial commission of threo be 
appointed to consider the case, a fair 
and just demand. Mr. Smith had de- 
clared that the development of tho 
northwest was due to the immigra- 
tion policy of the administration. 

It wus in fact duo to the C.P.R. 
and yet In years before tho govern- 
ment was In power tho Liberals op- 
posed the railroad before It was built. 
The results of the Immigration policy 
wero seen in tho naked Doukhobors 
and In the fact that GO per cent', of 
the Immigrants come from the poor 
centres of Europe. Tho northwest 
should bo left alone and it would at- 
tract desirable settlers. 

Now tho speaker took up what ho 
termed tho most Important matters, 
tho Oriental Immigration question. 
Canada had had an opportunity to 
control this Immigration, but the Brit- 
ish Columbia members did not raise 
a hand. Mr. Smith said afterwards 
that he consented to the treaty be- 
cause he had received no signed peti- 
tion. As a reiult 8000 Japaneso came 
in ten months. 

"In tho thirty years I havo been 
here," said the speaker, "thero n&ver 
was a time when tho Japanese ques- 
tion was so acute. Mr. Smith know 
belter than any other man tho exact 
position."' Mr. Shepherd then gave 
his version of tho government's atti- 
tude. Tho G.T.P. railway was short 
of labor. It can not employ colored 
lnbor while there Is enough white 
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A bright fire burning In the 
grnto and a pretty cat. purring 
upon the rug give one a delight- 
ful senso of "Home, Sweet 
Home."

Preferred American Dollar. 

During Ills recent tour of Ontario 
Sir Wilfrid Laurlcr laid special stress 
on what he bad done for the empire 
in the matter of the British prefer- 
ence. Liberal papers all over the 
country, Including the Victoria Times, 
are quoting this with great gusto, ap- 
parently forgetful of the fact that on 
the question of Imperial relations, as 
on all others, Sir Wilfrid has been on 
both sides of the fence. Here is what 
he said at a meeting in Boston, Mas- 
sachusetts, not so very many years 
ago : 

"There are people In my country 
who say that an Imperial federation 
for England and her colonies would 
be the best alternative for Canada. 
As far as the Monroe doctrine is ap- 
plicable to Canada. I am la favor of 
the Monroe doctrine. I do not want 
any European Interference In our af- 
fairs, and it would be suicidal on the 
part of Canada to engage herself in a 
federation that would force us to take 
in all the wars which Great Britain 
011 account of her position, is obliged 
to undertake In all parts of the world. 
1 consider that this fact alone suffices 
to turn the Dominion from any such 
idea. It has also been said that we 
should establish a lino of steamers 
between England and her possessions 
by virtue of which trade would be 
cultivated between Canada and the 
English empire to the exclusion of the 
rest of the world. I have only this 
to say regarding such an idea — it is 
absolutely absurd. For my part I. 
prefer the Yankee dollar to the Eng- 
lish shilling, especially -when the dol- 
lar is so near and the shilling so far 
away." 

A Statesman's Utterance. 
"If, when elected to power,, wo do 
not fulfil the promises that wo havo 
made, then it stall be the duty of every 
good Conservative to assist in casting 
us from power. 

"We set no standards for our oppo- 
nents that we are not ready to be 
judged by in the fullest sense. 

"If we deceive you, turn us out, and 
show every politician In Canada that 
he dare not outrage public opinion. 

"I do not believe that the people 
of Canada will care to have the grav- 
est of charges of maladministration, 
supported by strong proof, dismissed 
bv the premier with simply a shrug of 
the shoulders.

"They denounce us as scandal- 
mongers. 

"What is more patriotic than to 
show the people of Canada how their 
money Is being misappropriated by 
their trustees? 

"They can only cry 'muckraking;' 
is that any answer? 

"Ik it an answer thai the people of 
Canada will Btand for?" — From a 
speech by R. L. Borden.

DESCRIBES WORK OF 
THE RAGGED SCHOOLS 

Prime Factors in the Effort 
to Aid the Poor of 
London 



"And who Is this," enquired Miss 
Bell, of London, In her clear musical 
English voice In tho Y.M.C.A. hall last 
evening, as a line figure of . a man 
sealed upon a splendidly modelled 
camel was thrown upon the screen. 

"Now, this was Gen. Gordon, whom 
some have ventured to call a fanatic, 
but whom all estoem as a faithful, 
honorable, plain-spoken soldier, who 
was never known to flinch even for 
a moment' from the performance of 
any duty, however arduous, however 
perilous it might be. , And who pos- 
sibly went to his death, almost a 
martyrdom, in the spirit In which 
other men approach- a festival." 

Presently Miss Boll continued: 

"I will have shown you the school 
where he was accustomed on every 
Sunday morning when his residence 
permitted to teach the 'forlorn and. 
ragged children of that neighborhood. 
While some of the very boys who were 
taught by that noble soldier are now 
teachers In their turn in this very 
same school." 

Then the picture exhibiting a rather 
long and very plainly furnished room 
was thrown upon the screen. Pointing 
10 two large flags which wero dis- 
posed at the farther and upper end 
of the room, the lecturer added: "There 
where you see those British flags Is 
Indeed now a sacred spot, for these 
flags were presented to this school by 
that great and valiant Englishman, 
Gen. Gordon himself." (Applause.) 

.Many other pictures were shown 
exhibiting groups of these poor chil- 
dren and hapless waifs, singly or in 
twos or In threes or in crowds, as 
the case might he, and It was, after 
all, Indeed pleasant to observe that' 
the faces were not evil or low look- 
ing, while although ragged as to their 
clothes, their faces and bodies seemed 
to show that they had really enough 
of food to eal'. One boy, said to be 
the very worst boy In all Loudon, was 
depicted, rather ragged, and with 
broken shoes. Indeed, but although he 
has been guilty of many offences and 
is said to have made the acquaintance 
of every police magistrate in great 
London, he looked as if something 
of good could really be made out of 
him. Miss Bell explained that ho had 
been taken in hand, was now decent- 
Iv clothed and always well fed, while 
he was learning a useful trade. This 
boy had the almost irreparable mis- 
fortune of having been cursed with a 
bad father and an equally bad mother, 
and was thrown upon tho streets at 
a very early age. Then there was the 
small single room, wretchedly fur- 
nished, with a dilapidated bed and 
a few chairs, etc., which is said to 
form the homes of a. large number 
of people 111 this greatest of all tho 
world's metropolises. 

"They will tell you," said Miss Bell, 
"that such dreadful homes no .longer 
exist, that the law forbids them, that 
Inspectors exist, and that these. In- 
spectors see that the law is faithfully 
carried out. But this Is not true, for 
1 have been In many of them, and 
the occupants often include not only 
a man and his wife, but four and five 
children as well." 

And then there was the family of a 
mother and four daughters who had 
only one pair of shoes among them all, 
the eldest, a girl of 10, making some 
frightful kind of a living by working 
for unconscionably long hours at tho 
making of match boxes for the mag- 
nificent remuneration of trip-pence 
three farthings per gross, or 5 1-2 
cents for 141 match boxes, and even 
this awful pittance wus eagerly 
sought. And there was the little bad- 
ly shod boy, who, when asked it his 
boots were" comfortable, cither Inno- 
cently or wittily replied, "I don't know, 
sir, but my' feet are not." (Laughter.) 
And there were the two sturdy but 
raggedly clothed boys shown as they 
were found upon the streets, and the 
same boys nicely clothed. "And they 
not onlv look much bevter, but they 
feel much better," remarked Miss 
Bell, "when they are respectably clad. 
It gives them a lift up. and a feeling 
of self-respect. (Applause.) These 
very boys along with others have 
come out to Canada, and are said 
to be delighted both with the work 
which they have been set to do and 
with their present lot. But these boys' 
faces were good, and they had not 
the appearance of starvation. 

"There are no less than 1-10 ragged 
schools in the slums of East London, 
and they are accomplishing through 
the diligence and the care of the offi- 
cers of the ragged union an incalcul- 
able amount of good."

labor. Mr. Schreiber, the government 
engineer, has Just reported that there 
Is not enough white labor. "Theru is 
a wide open avenue," said Mr. Shep- 
herd, "from the flowery kingdom to 
the roadbed of the G.T.P. Ho stated 
that Mr. Borden was pledged to a 
white Canada witli Astatic exclusion. 

Mr. Shepherd then landed on Mr. 
Smith with a merry qurp. At a meet- 
ing in Victoria Mr. Smith had likened 
himself to John the Baptist, saying 
thai' one would come after whoso shoe 
laces he was unworthy to loose. 
"Gentlemen." said Mr. Shepherd, "this 
man has questioned my independence. 
There Is no man on earth whose shoo 
laces I would loose." Mr. Shepherd 
said he would deal with tho Social- 
ists. A statement had been made by 
Mr. Hawthornthwaito to the effect 
that Mr. Shepherd had not made a 
report as to tho cause of tho Pernio 
mine explosion. He read the report, 
showing that he gave the cause cC 
tho explosion as dust' In the mine. 
Premier McBride. 

Hon. Ttlehard McBride was the final 



speaker. He dealt first with some of 
the strictures of Ralph Smith during 
a. ■heated Joust witli Mr. Hawthorn- 
thwaito on the green In Nanahrio. Re- 
ferring to the Columbia & Western 
railway deal Mr. Smith had said thut 
the McBride administration had given 
away the property of the province in 
that case. The policy of the govern- 
ment 011 this question was right and 
honorable, carrying out a pledge given 
by a former government. Personal- 
ities were now dragged In only to side- 
track the main Issues. "Mr. Smith 
asked you," said the premier, "to be- 
lieve that Mr. Hawthornthwnite, in 
supporting that bill, was perpetrating 
a political crime on the people of 
British Columbia. If there is any- 
thing In this which is tho greater of- 
fender? The old charter provided that 
the Columbia & Western road should 
be built in sections, and that the pay- 
ment hi land for one section was not 
to bo made until the nevt section had 
been finished. The Turner adminis- 
tration made some new arrangements 
with the company. He claimed this 
nullified the former agreement. The 
claim that this later agreement was 
stronger than legislation, and the com- 
pany should be paid for all that was 
built, and Mr. Smith supported this 
government." Mr. McBride read 
proof of these statements from the 
records of the House. 

Grand Trunk Terminal. 
The Kaien Island terminal question 
was next taken up. After the first 
bargain, when the province sold the 
G. T. P. 10,000 acres retaining a quar- 
ter thereof, the company thought this 
too little. They approached the In- 
dians of the adjoining Islands and got 
them to sign a release of their 
lands. They took this to Ottawa 
and tho government gave them the 
lands. The provincial authorities 
heard or ii when the officers of 
the company were invading the re- 
serve. Provincial police wero sent up, 
and Ottawa was informed that the 
land reverted to the province when 
released by the Indians. This action 
was bitterly assailed, but the province 
insisted on their rights. Then camo 
an order In council, the gist of which 
was that the province, although en- 
titled to the land should give it up, 
bul tho province forced the company 
to pay a good price for the 10,000 
acres and retained a fourth of It. This 
question alone was enough to con- 
demn Mr. Smith. What is he in Ot- 
tawa for? Is he there as a servile fol- 
lower of Sir Wilfrid Laurier, or to 
protect the rights of British Colum- 
bia? 

Settlers' Rights 

The E. & N. settlers' rights affair 
was another blot on Mr. Smith's 
escutcheon. "When I was speaking in 
South Wellington on thai affair," said 
Mr. McBride, "Mr. Smith told me that 
I wus trying to humbug the elector- 
ate, when I attempted to explain that 
I was enrnest in my desire to do what 
was right by the settlers. After the 
bill wus passed Mr. Smith told me 
one day in Nanuimo that the people 
here gave Mr. Hawthornthwaito credit j 
for the matter. This bill came in | 
charge of myself as first minister, and 
I Introduced it in parliament. Mr. | 
Hawthornthwaito was continually in! 
attendance on me with his advice, as 1 
the bill affected his constituency. It , 
was his duty, and he always did it! 
in a manly 'way. I Introduced tho bill, 
providing for the Drotectlon of the set- 
tlers and tho allocation of the lands 
they claimed. The bill was fiercely ( 
attacked. In the meantime the Albernl 1 
bye-election came along, and It was 1 
mv duly to go before the • electors, j 
When I appear in Wellington, Mr.. 
Smith tells me 1 am a humbug. I am , 
here tonight to tell you that the privy I 
council lias sustained that bill and; 
that It' is part of the law of British , 
Columbia. And I found Mr. Smith 
unwilling to help mo do what 
was right by the E. & N. set- 
lers. I think I have tried Mr, 
Smith on these three counts and 
found him guilty." Premier McBride 
remarked that tho Liberals of Nanai- 
mo were not sure that Mr. Smith 
would always be a Liberal, in 1900 he 
ca.mc out us an independent labor 
candidate declaring emphatically that 
he was not a Liberal. Now he sticks 
hard and fast to Laurier. Perhaps In 
tho next years ho would come back to 
labor and linally to the arms of tho 
Socialists. He advised the electors 
to keep Mr. Smith at home for live 
vcars or so until he found out where 
he stood. Mr. Hawthornthwaito was 
dealt with briefly. Mr. McBride de- 
clared that the Conservative party had 
always been the party for the working 
men. Sir John A. Macdonald gave 
the worklngmen the right to unionize 
and to strike in self-defence, their two 
great achievements of the last thirty 
years. In time we would have many 
of tho good things promised by the 
Socialists, but here in" the west wc 
have no time to dream, but must bo 
up and doing. The Asiatic question 
then came up. A change hud come in 
Laurier's views since 1896, when he 
sent his famous telegram that "tho 
views of the west will prevail." Tho 
speaker showed that the British gov- 
ernment had given Canada the chance 
to exclude Orientals and that Canada 
could now exclude whom it wished. 
"But Sir Wilfrid Laurier did not want 
exclusion, Hon. Sidney Fisher would 
like to sco hundred of thousands of 
Japanese in the northwest und Mr. 
LemlQUX does not want a white Can- 
ada. Mr. Smith wants to ask you to 
slap your own face, to admit that you 
were "wrong and thut Laurier is right. 
Will you do if? This is not all. 
They would have the Japanese 
vote' In British Columbia. Somo 
time ago when we passed a law- 
providing that Japanese and 
Chinese could not vote, It was turned 
down at Ottawa. The labor of tho 
white man's hands is Jeopardized by 
tlic action of the Laurier government; 

Mr. McBride reviewed tbe bettor terms 
question. It was not the fault of Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier, of Hon. Wm. Tem'plo- 
nion or of Mr. Smith that thp way still 
remained open to British Columbia to 
press her claims, If British Columbia 
were given fair treatment the tuxes of 
the electors would lie lowered. Today 
hundreds of families are suffering for 
Jack of adequate transportation. ' Tho 
reason is that although the taxes have 
been raised to the limit, the government 
is unable to give its people the facilities 
they need. The northern country was 
to be opened up, and this would require 
great expenditure on roads, bridges and 
Kchools. Mr. Templeman has said that 
the question Is as dead as Julius Caesar.

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Residents of Strawberry Vale, Oak 
land district, listened to addresses by 
H. G. Barnard, the Conservative stan 
dard bearer In the present Dominion 
election campaign, Leonard Tait, J .W. 
Bolden, Herbert Cuthbert, and H. P. W 
Bchnson, M.P.P., last night. The lire 
hall, in which the meeting was held, 
was comfortably filled and that tho 
slashing criticism of tho Laurler ad- 
ministration on Asiatic immigration 
Better Terms and other questions was 
appreciated was denoted by the gener 
ous applause accorded. Tho candl 
date's stand for tho exclusion of 
Orientals and his assertion that, If 
elected, he would use Ills best endeavor 
to settle the Songhees Reserve prob- 
lem wero enthusiastically applauded. 
Chairman's Acknowledgment 
Watson Clarke, the chairman, felt 
proud of being appointed to the chair 
and prouder still to know that tho 
candidate present would be returned to 
Ottawa on the 2Gth inst. Ho believed 
that it was generally admitted that 
there would be a turnover throughout 
Canada tho same as was tho case in 
1396, He called on Leonard Tait. 
Mr. Tait's Address 
Mr. Tait said In his opening remarks 
that the government should be ready 
to meet their mistakes and, moreover, 
that they should stand for good, clean 
administration. Tho first thing that 
had excited his suspicion was the fact 
that the Liberals had not kept their 
pre-election promises. He spoko of 
the platform laid down by Sir Wilfrid 
Laurler and his colleagues -prior to 
1S9G and showed how it had been aban- 
doned on their return to power, tho 
policy of the Conservatives being 
adopted in toto. He drew attention to 
the amount of valuable coal land which 
had been given away at the Crow's 
Nest Pass by the administration. If 
this had been kept for the country it 
would have realized enough to pay the 
working- expenses of the Dominion 
for many years. This alone, he assert- 
I cd, was enough to turn the people 
against the government and to deter- 
mine them to hurl them from their 
seats at Ottawa. 

Asiatic Problem 
Mr. Tait spoke at length of the 
Asiatic problem. He told of the treaty 
between Great Britain and Japan to 
which Canada had acquiesced. Al- 
though the opportunity had been pre- 
sented nothing had been done by the 
administration to provide against tho 
possibility of an Influx of Orientals. 
As a result British Columbia was 
practically' at the mercy of Japan as 
far as immigration was concerned. Ho 
stated that while there was a $500 
head tax on Chinese it was altogether 
Inadequate. That was the situation and 
that it was unsatisfactory he thought 
all British Columbians and Victorians 
would acknowledge. (Applause.). . , 
Unfair Treatment- 
Better Terms was then dealt with. 
The province had given away much 
more than had been returned by tho 
Federal authorities. When Nova 
Scotia had applied to Sir John A. Mac- 
donald for fairer treatment years ago 
It had been granted. That would have 
been the manly and statesmanlike 
manner for the Ottawa powers to have 
dealt with British Columbia's demand. 
The West needed what was asked f6r 
because of the exceptional conditions 
with which the local administration 
was confronted. And it was Impera- 
tive that the Dominion should agree 
to what was asked for by the pro- 
vince. 

There were one or two things which 
had occurred since the opening of the 
present campaign which he wanted to 
mention. One of these was tho cir- 
culation of a pamphlet reflecting on the 
character of H. G. Barnard and signed 
by three local women. Ho thought they 
were Ill-advised. He wanted to assert 
that he had known Mr. Barnard since 
ho was a boy and had come in touch 
with him frequently and had always 
found him an honorable man. (Ap- 
plause,) 

The moral tone throughout Canada 
had become lower since the Laurler 
government had taken control. Why 
he had only to go back to the last 
election, when 'a fake telegram promr 
lsing railway construction, which had 
never been carried through, had been 
presented. As a result the seven 
British Columbia representatives, 
sometimes known us the "sordid 
seven" had been returned. Now they 
were hawking about a deceitful map, 
which showed a railway coming to 
Victoria.' The only basis for this was 
a subsidy "beginning in the woods and 
ending lh the woods." (Applause.- 
He wanted all those present to assist 
in returning the candidate by a bum- 
per majority. (Applause.) 

Candidate Speaks. 

If. G. Barnard drew attention to a 
remark which had been passed by Mr. 
Clark to the effect that "Oakland oc- 
cupied the same position relative to 
Victoria as that of British Columbia 
to the Dominion," (Applause and 
laughter.) 

There could be no doubt, Mr. Bar- 
nard said, continuing, that the whole 
province was a unit In demanding 
Better Terms. When Premier Mc- 
Brlde went to Ottawa on this ques- 
tion, the British Columbia members of 
the Federal government had not as- 
sisted the local representative in the 
efforts he made. He wanted to know 
whether this didn't appear as though 
Hon. Win." Templeman placed his 
party before the country whose rep- 
resentative he was supposed to be. 
That was an argument which, he 
thought, could not be gainsaid. There- 
fore ho wanted to know whether the 
voters were going to support an in- 
dividual who put his party llrst In 
this manner. When he spoke of Bet- 
ter Terms he meant decent "Better 
Terms," and not the "crumb from the 
rich man's table" which had been 
preferred. It was acknowledged by 
tht; Liberals in British Columbia, it 
was acknowledged as well by tho 
premiers of the respective provinces 
that British Columbia was entitled to 
fairer treatment. That being tho case, 
there being such unanimity, there was 
only one thing In the way of a satis- 
factory settlement — the Dominion 
•government. (Hear, hoar and ap- 
plause.) 

An explanation of the adoption of 
the Japanese treaty by Canada, with- 
out reserve as regards immigration, 
was given In detail by the speaker. 
He pointed out that -when tho Domin- 
ion had taken this step, Hon. Wm. 
Templeman, though knowing tho sen- 
timent on the Pacific const, had sat 
pat and said nothing. Then there 
wero Sir Wilfrid Laurler'a words to 
the effect that lie did not sympathize 
.with British ^Columbia, on lliia auea,-. 
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tlon. Also there was the statement 
of Hon. Mr. Fisher that ho would not 
care (f thousands of Japanese came 

That, "he said, should be enough to 
prove that tho Liberals were not pre- 
pared to take the course British Co- 
lumbia demanded. He thought that 
the Asiatic question was imperial in 
its scope. He wanted to know what 
kind of a country this would be if the 
Dominion doesn't control the Pacific 
Coast. It would be a "lob-sided" af- 
fair, indeed. And yet, tho speaker 
claimed, that was what would happen 
it tho Japanese were allowed to con- 
tinue to come in as freely as in the 
past. Under Bitch circumstances it 
would be appreciated how Important 
It was that .something should be done, 
and accomplished promptly, towards 
exclusion. (Applause.) 

Preston's Record. 

Mr. Barnard dealt at length with T. 
W. R. Preston's record with the North 
Atlantic Trading company, ,11c out- 
lined his career in London, and finally 
his removal to Japan. He quoted 
from an Oriental journal, which as- 
serted that Mr. Preston now was en- 
gaged in promoting the Introduction 
to Canada of cheap labor from tho 
cast. 

Songhees Resorve. 

The Songhees reserve question was 
discussed next by Mr. Barnard, who 
claimed that Hon. Mr. Templeman 
should have settled It long ago. It had 
been stated by the latter that this 
responsibility had not devolved on him 
until he took a place in the House of 
Commons. Why had lie not interest- 
ed himself while he was In the Senate? 
In his opinion it should have been dis- 
posed of a year ago at least. While 
he did not want to boast, lie wished 
to state that his record during the time 
he occupied the mayor's chair showed 
that he usually tackled problems en- 
ergetically and earnestly. And he as- 
serted that If elected he would. see that 
the matter would bo pressed, and, If 
it were practicable — and it would bo 
so, because R. L. Borden was going to 
have a majority— it would bo brought 
to a settlement satisfactory to the In- 
dians and Victorians alike. (Applause.) 

The candidate referred to the recent 
scandals. Ho did not wish to say that 
it hadn't been good for the Conserva- 
tives that . they were beaten In 1S9G. 
But it was time that the Liberals 
should be turned out of, power similar- 
ly. There was a marked difference 
between the government of twelve 
years ago and that of today. Of the 
whole galaxy of stars but two re- 
mained, namely, Sir Wilfrid Laurler 
and Hon. .Mr. Fielding. It had been 
stated that the Conservatives had no 
leader. Mr. Borden had proved his 
ability and ho was sure that when he 
was called on be would find plenty of 
cabinet timber. (Applause.) 

Mr. Barnard concluded by calling 
on those present to vote as their con- 
science dictated. He did not want' to 
persuade those present against their 
will but he asked them to give tho 
Issues at stake the closest attention. 
Ho was sure that if they weighed 
them properly they would be able to 
come to no other decision but that It- 
was In their Interests that the Con- 
servative party should be sustained 
throughout tho Dominion and that,' 
accordingly, they would each do their 
best by so exercising their franchise. 
(Applause.) 

Questions Answered 

One of those present, after asking 
if he might question the candidate 
and being accorded a hearing, wanted 
to know what' the Conservatives had 
done to exclude Chinese previous to 
1SD6. i 

"Put on a headtax of $50," replied 
Mr. Barnard. 

"And what," he asked again, 
"have the Liberals done?" In reply 
Mr. Barnard, admitting that a $. r >00 
tax had been imposed, pointed out 
that' the conditions were materially al- 
tered. The situation had reached an 
acute stage only some years ago and, 
although raillzlng the strong senti- 
ment in the east and appreciating, as 
they must' have, that tho provision 
they had made was not satisfactory, 
the Liberals had done nothing fur-' 
thcr. And he went on to say that Hon. 
Mr. Templeman some time ago had 
nsserted on Hie public platform that 
If the Japanese couldn't be kept, out 
the Chinese, logically, couldn't bo ex- 
cluded. 

"If can't be done constitutionally 
and you know It," returned the in- 
terrogator. 

"And why can't it?" replied Mr. Bar- 
nard, "it lias been done In Australia 
and in another colony." 

Off to Yukon 

J. W. Bolden had been surprised at 
tlio small number of speakers, com- 
paratively, behind Hon. Mr. Temple- 
man. lie wondered what had hap- 
pened to those who helped tho Liber- 
al candidate at the last election. It 
had just struck him that they had 
gone north to govern the Yukon. From 
their present affluent circumstances 
they had done exceedingly well. 
(Laughter and applause.) Ho re- 
ferred to the enrcer of Mr. Preston, 
drawing particular attention to the 
tatter's action in writing to the Lon- 
don press and stating that he could 
give thousands of mechanics em- 
ployment in Canada. It was quite 
true that he could nt that time 

Because there were _ several indus- 
trial strikes in progress it was desir- 
able that the Dominion should be 
populated, and It was right that It 
should be the nolicy of any govern- 
ment, Liberal or Conservative, to cn- 
eournge a reasonable amount of Im- 
migration. But tho law, providing 
for a system of bonuses, was not 
wise. It was imperative that the peo- 
ple brought In should bo of the best. 
Tho regulations of the Liberal ad- 
ministration were not in tho best In- 
terests of the country. He concluded 
by stating that Mr. Barnard might 
hh entrusted with the Interests of 
the constituents before whom he was 
malting application for support, 
Vital Issue 

IT. Cuthbert thought that the ques- 
tion which was commonly termed 
Better, Terms jvftS one. o£ . the most 
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important which had arisen since 
confederation. British Columbia was 
not asking anything that she was 
not entitled to, and the province did 
not intend allowing the east to get 
something which was not jointly 
theirs. Every taxpayer in this coun- 
try was paying five times as much 
as residents of other sections to tho 
Dominion, and again was contribut- 
ing five times as much to tho local 
administration for the government of 
their homo land. Reference was made 
to Premier McBride's trip to Ottawa, 
for the purpose of righting the wrong 
existing. When the urrangement iiad 
been entered into with British . Co- 
lumbia, her population had been 
20,000. Under such circumstances the 
terms were fair. Now, however, the 
situation was different, and he de- 
lied anyone present, whether Liberal 
or Conservative, to get up and assert 
that British Columbia was not entitled 
to fairer financial treatment. Ho 
drew attention to Sir "Wilfrid Lau- 
rler's remark that the Dominion was 
a family, of which each of the prov- 
inces were members. If one dis- 
agreed under such circumstances, it 
necessarily fo'lowed that it would be 
"frozen out." Tho shout, on the 
slogan, was coming from the east: 
"Let Laurler finish his work." He 
wanted to say that if Laurler com- 
pleted his work with respect to Better 
Terms, British Columbia, eventually, 
would become a separate colony. 

Continually, lie strongly deprecated 
the policy in slighting, practically ig- 
noring, the west, which had been 
adopted by the Dominion government. 
He aflirmed that the province had 
never got a fair deal and he for one 
did not propose to vote for a gov- 
ernment which was going to deal 
with ciio of the weakest sections of 
(he colony, whose affairs it adminis- 
tered such a manner. Tnkinsr up 
the G. T. P. he said that a cliim had 
been inserted «in the government's 
contract with the railway company 
providing that construction should he 
started simultaneously in every other 
province but British Columbia. Al- 
though tho agitation in Victoria had 
been strong for a cabinet minister 
for years before it was a long time 
before the Laurler government recog- 
nized the claims of the west. 

Some Reasons. 

In outlining the reasons for his un- 
qualified condemnation of the Laurler 
administration Mr. Cuthbert said: 
"I make this charge, that the Liberal 
party has always been antagonistic to 
British Columbia and has never done 
it Justice. That the interests of this 
province have never been safe in their 
hands and in proof of this 1 cite the 
following reasons for my contentions: 

1. The Liberal party opposed the 
policy of the Conservative party to 
connect British Columbia with tho 
cast by means of a railway. 

2. That when the first Liberal gov- 
ernment came in power under Hon. 
Alexander Mackenzie, they repudiated 
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the terms of union with British Colum- 
bia, which resulted in the attorney- 
general of the province being sent to 
England to ask tho imperial govern- 
ment to compel the Dominion govern- 
ment to carry out the terms of union. 

3. That even when it was agreed to 
leave the matter In the hands of tho 
Earl of Canarvon, they still tried to 
shirk the responsibility. 

4. That through the Liberal govern- 



ment it cost this province over fifteen 
million dollars to get Union with 
Canada over and above the terms or- 
iginally agreed upon. 

5. That when Sir John A. Macdon- 
ald again came into power In 1S7S tho 
Liberals again tried to prevent the 
completion of thla railway. Mr. Blake,

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EXPLANATION NEEDED. 

Before dealing with Mr. Tcniplc- 
riYan's record as a whole, we arc tak- 
ing up a number or specific things, 
presenting them hi the form of ques- 
tions, for that is the best way of 
bringing out the principles Involved. 
A\"n direct attention to the fact that 
underlying nearly all the matters upon 
Which we have interrogated the Minis- 
ter, there, is one important principle, 
and it goes to the very base of tho 
contention made on his behalf. Xo 
one pretends that Mr. Templeman, 
with all his many excellent qualities, 
is a parliamentarian, whose presence 
in the House of Commons is a matter 
i't" much moment ono way or the other, 
nor that ho is a gentleman, who in any 
special sense understands the needs of 
this city and this province, or has been 
conspicuous in his public advocacy of 
them. lie has been In Parliament now 
for nearly, 11' not quite, a decade, and 
if during that time he has ever en- 
gaged the attention of his fellow mem- 
bers, either in the Senate or the House 
of Commons, or has taken any step 
whatever la Ills capacity as a member 
of Parliament to make the claims of 
his province known, the Hansard re- 
porters do not seem to have been 
aware of the fact. His friends realize 
this as well as any ono else, and when 
it is mentioned to them the answer 
they offer is: "But ho is a Cabinet 
Minister." This is an interesting fact 
so far as Mr. Templeman is concern- 
ed. It means an honorable position 
and a good salary, in consideration of 
which he fills a ministerial chair with 
. respectability and without scandal. 
But in the humble Judgment of tho 
Colonist a province has a right to ex- 
pect other things than simple respect- 
ability and a perfunctory discharge of 
routine duties. It has a right to ex- 
pect that Its representative or repre- 
sentatives in the Cabinet will co- 
operate as far as they can, consistently 
with their ministerial position, In tho 
advancement of any claims of their 
province as a province. AVe know that 
this is what Ministers from the other 
provinces have invariably done ever 
since the Confederation was first 
formed. We could cite many instances 
in proof of this, but they are unneces- 
sary. We do not say that they have 
always warmly espoused the causo of 
their province, and made compliance 
with them an. issue between them- 
selves and their colleagues, but they 
have always aided the provincial gov- 
ernments to secure a fair hearing and 
assisted them in every way possiblo 
short of tlte course just mentioned. So 
far as we have yet been 'able to learn, 
Mr. Templeman has never done this. 
We have asked him about several 
matters in connection with which his 
co-opcr;ition to some extent might 
reasonably have been looked for, but 
was not forthcoming. We have yet 
another matter, it may or may not 
be a matter of any Importance, and tho 
decision readied by the Dominion 
government in respect thereto may or 
may not have been justified. We are 
raising no question upon this point 
now. AVhat we direct attention to Is 
Mr. Tern pieman's extraordinary omis- 
sion to see that the provincial gov- 
ernment haii an opportunity to bo 
heard on behalf of the province. The 
matter Is the distribution of the Chin- 
cso head-tax. Formerly half of this 
went to British Columbia, now tho 
halt is divided among the provinces 
according to whatever may be the 
terminus of the incoming Chinaman's 
journey. How much revenue this will 
take from this province, no ono can 
foresee. It may be much or it may be 
little. But it will be something. The 
possible revenue of the province, will 
be reduced to some extent by the 
change in the law. and the principle 
is the same whether the reduction Is 
$500 or $500,000. This change was 
made without consulting the provin- 
cial government Now what we ask 
Mr. Templeman i:>: 

Was lie consulted before the change 
in the law was made? 

Did he suggest to his colleagues that 
before the province was deprived of a 
potential source of revenue, tho pro- 
vincial government ought to have an 
opportunity of being heard? 

If he mudo such a suggestion, why 
was It not acted on? 

If he did not make such a sugges- 
tion, What reason has he to advance 
for not doing so? 

Does he know what arguments the 
provincial government might have ad- 
vanced in favor of retaining the law 
us it stood? 

If he dues not. is lie now prepared to 
say that the provincial government 
could not present arguments worthy 
of a single moment's consideration? 

We are not .suggesting (hat he ought 
to have used his influence to fHtc that 
effect was given to any orfitiraentg 



that the provincial government might 
have advanced, but only that he ought 
to have seen that the provincial gov- 
ernment had an opportunity of ad- 
vancing arguments. Ho did not take 
this course; wherefore we hold that in 
this' matter, as in others, his supremo 
uselessness as a Cabinet Minister, ex- 
cept for ttho discharge of the routine 
duties of his department, has been 
fully established. 

ENGLISHMEN IN CANADA 

Somo one bus been writing to the 
London Times from Vancouver claim- 
ing that a young Englishman, arriving 
in that benighted burg, has a poorer 
chance of getting employment than tho 
representative of any other nationality. 
Ho also complains that Kngllahmcn 
are black-balled at the clubs simply 
because they arc Englishmen, a state- 
ment which Is probably founded upon 
the experience of somo one who failed 
of election. It is not a very serious 
matter anyway. The first part or tho 
complaint Is worthy of notice, and wo 
proposo to discuss it upon tho hy- 
pothesis that it is true, although wo 
do not believe it is. 

A man wants work and he asks em- 
ployment from a man who has em- 
ployment, to give. If ho is the right 
sort of man for the work he will get 
it. and we think, at least this Is tho re- 
sult of our own observations, preference 
will bo given to him if he Is of British 
nationality. AVe do not say English, 
because preference is not given to tho 
Englishman over the Scotsman, or the 
Irishman, or the Australian, or tho 
Canadian. Most Canadian employers 
prefer a Canadian, because he is more 
likely to know the ways of tho coun- 
try, but between the others there is 
not any preference. It all comes to 
the adaptability of the applicant for 
the work for which lie applies. Not 
very long ago a rather good-looking 
fellow came into this ofllco and an- 
nounced: "I am a British journalist." 
Now that oxprosslon sets the average 
newspaper man's teeth on edge, never- 
theless he was asked what he could do, 
and ho replied that ho had written 
several leading articles for papers, 
which it was the misfortune of tho 
Colonist never to have heard of, and 
he would be glad to write leaders for 
tho Colonist upon European topics. Ho 
supposed that there ought to be a place 
in the Colonist for such a man. He 
was told that there was no opening for 
him. Later another nice-looking young 
fellow came in, and he introduced him- 
self in the same way. He also was 
asked what ho could do, and ho said 
that ho could report speeches, go out 
and get news and generally make him- 
self useful. He was asked to leave his 
name and address, so that ho might be 
cent for if there was a chance for 
him. Hero were two Englishmen. One 
can got work anywhere that the ser- 
vices of a good hustling reporter are 
needed; the. other could probably go 
from Albernl to Sydney, Capo Briton, 
and not get a place. These two cases 
illustrate why somo Englishmen get 
work in Canada and some do not. It is 
tlie unadaptable man, the man who 
thinks because ho comes from Eng- 
land he must necessarily be, taken at 
his own valuation and be allowed to 
work in his own way, who fails to get 
employment, while tho man, who Is 
ready to do anything he can, and do 
it as his employer wants it done, has 
as good a chance to get work In this 
country as any one else. 



Gypsum occurs In quantity at several 
points in this province, and if a pre- 
paration of the nature mentioned 
would be serviceable for the proven 
tlon of dusi'y roads, the cost would not 
be an obstacle. In the above state 
ment of the cost of calcium chloride on 
the AVashlngton streets the initial price 
of the material is $111.50 per ton. If 
the gypsum deposits of this province 
are accessible by rail, the ground min- 
eral could probably be delivered on the 
cars for one-fifth of this price. In ad- 
vancing the. above suggestion, which 
is theoretical only, wo may add that 
possibly there would be no benefit do- 
rived, from super-heating tho ground 
gypsum, for possibly If would not part 
with any more water except at a tem- 
perature that would be Impracticable. 

It is said that tho Indians of Brit- 
ish Columbia have predicted a hard 
winter. There promises to be a heavy 
fall of snow on the evening of Octo- 
ber 2C, anyway. 

The Colonist extends It3 congratula- 
tions to Mrs. Rosalind Watson Young,

THE DUST NUISANCE 

A discussion arose at the recent 
convention of the Institution of Mining 
Engineers held in Edinburgh as to tho 
best means of preventing dust ex- 
plosions In mines, and it drifted off 
to the means of laying dust upon tho 
roads. The chief point brought out 
was that the scattering of finely pow- 
dered dry calcium chloride was the 
best known dust preventative. Calcium 
chloride is what is known as a hydro- 
scopic material. Common salt is an- 
other, that is, it attracts water to it 
self. Tills material has been used in 
Washlngon, D.C., on macadamized 
roads, and one of he speakers said: 
"It had been used five times during 
tho summer and tho total cost was a 
penny a square yard. There was a 
great deal or motor traffic, and the 
effect of tho application to the soil 
was not only to render it free from 
dust, but also to render It quite smooth 
and compact." Another speaker said 
that a cheaper hydroscopic material 
might be obtainable and he suggested 
very finely powdered rock salt. At 
the cost of the process in Washington 
a mile of street, 10 yards wide, could 
bo sprinkled witli calcium chloride 
throe times a year for $352. In regard 
to a cheaper material we venture the 
suggestion that a sprinkling of finely 
powdered gypsum, which is a hydrated, 
calcium sulphide, would possibly serve. 
Gypsum contains a considerable 
amount of water. In tho preparation 
of plaster of Paris, 14 per cent, of 
this is driven ofr by heating tho gyp 
sum to a little above the boiling point 
of water. Its natural tendency then is 
to reabsorb water, and if it were still 
more highly heated, so as to reduce the 
water of crystallatlon to a lower per- 
centage, we suggest that it would ab- 
sorb water from tho atmosphere very 
rnpidly. If this Is t lie case, a thin 
sprinkling of superheated finely pow- 
dered gypsum over tt road would at- 
tract moisture from the air even In 
the dryoat days, anil form with tho 
soil ;i coating, which would be dustless. 
Tills is an experiment that might very 
euslly bo tried, and if It proved suc- 
cessful, it would bo as cheap a solu- 
tion of the dust' problem as could be 
devised, An experiment might be tried 
with a barrel or two of plaster of Paris, 



Tho success which has attended the 
work of enrolling members of the 
Civilian Rifle Association would seem 
to remove all doubt about the future 
of this new organization.

. . ' No attempt, is made by the German 
government to disguise the, fact that 
it is seriously alarmed at the likeli- 
hood of Great Britain shortly adopt- 
ing tho protective system, anil thus 
early in the day steps are being taken 
by the Chambers of Commerce 
throughout Germany to remedy as fai- 
ns they can the disadvantage under 
which they will be placed when Mr. 
Balfour returns to power. A London 
correspondent, writes: 

A semi-official German union of 
chambers of commerce at Berlin is 
considering the remarkable proposals 
by the Wiesbaden chamber of com- 
merce, to • combat the Canadian and 
Australasian preference and the ex- 
pected early adoption of Imperial re- 
ciprocity when Jlr. Balfour returns to 
power. The chamber declares that 
'preference between the motherland 
and the colonics Is a new keynote in 
I lie world of commerce in France and 
tho United States, as well us the Brit- 
ish empire, and imperils Germany's 
promising future markets and can no 
longer be met by the most favored na- 
tion formula or any other similarly 
amicable methods. 

' Kurope cannot form a sollverela, but 
they urge the German government to 
forthwith approach Austria, Switzer- 
land, . Italy and other countries hit by 
the preference, in order to set up a 
counter preference union. 

The: general comment here Is that 
tiny such German movement is cer- 
tain to precipitate a British reciprocal 
tariff forming' the empire into a com- 
pact trade family; 

A modern battleship at the rati? of 
over thirty miles an hour ought to be 
somewhat of a formidable weapon in 
naval warfare. This is the speed of 
the newest craft which has just been 
{riven her speed trials by t he British 
fidmiralty. A Glasgow correspondent; 
writing under date of October 9, says: 

. The British battleship-cruiser In- 
dexible at her of Held I trials yesterday 
attained a speed of 27 U knots, break- 
ing all records. It was said after the 
trial that her speed w.pukl have been 
greater had not the fog Hindered. The 
Inflexible Is tho latest vessel of tho 
improved Dreadnought type in tho 
Britisli navy, and represents tho high- 
est development, of naval construction. 
She is one of the trio of mysterious 
battleships, laid down in British yards 
in 1906 and launched- last year. Her 
sister ships are the Invincible and the 
Indomitable. The latter visited Que- 
bec during the Tercentenary celebra- 
tion bearing the Prince of Wales to 
Canada and home again. The Inflex- 
ible is 030 feet long and 7S',i' feet 
beam, i She. has a displacement of 
17,250 tons and is equipped with tur- 
, bine engines of 41,000 horse-power. 

Canadian athletes have received a 
high,- compliment from a somewhat un- 
expected source. A -London corres- 
pondent writes under date of Oct. 9: 

The president of the international 
Jury of the Vatican in delivering de- 
cisions on tho results of the recent 
gymnastic sports of Borne said that 
tho French are acrobats, tho Belgians 
circus men, the Irish sports and ath- 
letps, the Canadians real gymnasts. 
He added that tho Canadians came a 
long way to receive a lesson from 
Kurope, but instead they gave Europe 
one. 

, At Toronto, the other evening, be- 
fore the Progressive Club, Hon. Ceo. 
W. Boss delivered a very interesting 
and instructive address on "Tho Con- 
stitution of Australia." In scholarly 
fashion he outlined the. development of 
the Commonwealth, pointing out the 
parallels and divergencies of their in- 
stitutions of government, compared 
with tho constitutions of Canada, tho 
United States and Great Britain. We 
quote from the Toronto Globe's re- 
port of the lecture: 

After comparing the area, popula- 
tion, trade, income, debt and railway 
policy of Australia with those of Can- 
ada and tin- United States, the Senator 

- proceeded to describe the constitution 
of the Commonwealth and the com- 
position of Its parliament, showing 
tho relation. of the. States to the Fed- 
eral authority, 'the definition of their 
Respective powers, and other similar 
Scatters. He brought out the facts 
Jhat the Senate there.is elective; it has 
Bib veto power; a deadlock between 
Ihe Senate and the House of Repre- 
sentatives is to be overcome by disso- 
lution, the powers of tile States are 
not defined; the constitution can be 
amended only hy popular vote, and 
|ho Australian constitution is more 
jlfe finite, more precise, and links more 
idosely to the American mode! than 
«>urs. The very basis of the Australian 
Commonwealth In an agreement "to 
be federally united- Into an indissol- 
uble commonwealth"; the popular 
jiaturo of their constitution; their 
British recognition, of a superin- 
tending Province; their torminol- 
ogj — "Commonwealth," "states,"' "Sen- 
ate," "House of Representatives," 
"Cabinet," "President." were all touch- 
ed upon, with Illuminating references 
to the corresponding usages in Canada, 
Creat Britain and the United States.

Carlisle, which Is to bestow lis civic 
freedom on .Mr. Lowther, is, says tho 
London Chronicle, a city of many 
memories. It has always been a town 
of rebels. William I. fortified it, ami, 
for safety's sake, peopled It with a 
colony of South country men. It es- 
poused tho cause of Mary Queen of 
Scots, and when that unfortunate 
monarch crossed the Solway in J 508, 
the Catholic gentlemen of the North 
rallied to receive her at Carlisle. Fin- 
ally It welcomed her equally ill-fated 
descendant, Prince Charles Stuart • tor 
"tho Young Pretender," if you prefer 
it), who entered the city in triumph 
on November 17, 1715. The fortunes 
of war, however, were with the Han- 
overians, and Carlisle surrendered to 
tho Duke of Cumberland within a few 
days. It is a noteworthy coincidence 
that the last Speaker of the House of 
Commons, was member for Carlisle. 

The Inter-Parliamentary Union in 
Berlin is, says the Daily Chronicle, 
perhaps the most remarkable tiling of 
the kind that has been witnessed then: 
since the famous congress of 187b, 
which met to settle up. the results of 
the Russo-Turkish war and preserve 
the peace of Europe. Bismarck, .the 
"honest broker," who had suggested 
the idea of the congress, .was. also 
president, and he made his opening 
address in English, of which lie was a 
master, in compliment to Lord- Bea- 
consflold, of whom he was a great 
admirer, but whose- colloquial French 
was not very much better than what 
used to be acquirable at Stratford- 
atte-Bow. And few of our Ministers

Campbell-Bannermttn have been at 
home in French. 

Two of the principal doorkeepers in 
the House of Commons are retiring 
one after forty-six years' service, and 
the other after thirty-six years' ser- 
vice.

Not a member of tho 
House of Commons, not an official, 
not a journalist of the parliament ho 
first saw, now remains at West- 
minster. He spent a few hours the 
other day In writing out a list of tho 
parliamentary journalists he had 
known who have "joined the major- 
ity;" when he had reached 1-10 he 
gave up the melancholy task.

The Standard says:.— With the Im- 
portant' anniuncement made by the 
French • Foreign Minister yesterday 
the divergence.-beUy^en Turkey and 
Bulgaria reaches a new stage.

Pieboti informed the Council of Min- 
isters thut Russia had. taken a step 
which it may be said must either 
facilitate an. early solution of the dif- 
ficulty or give .a -graver significance 
to the "attitude of Bulgaria than can 
at present be attached by responsible 
observers to the action of Prince, 
Ferdinand's Government with regard 
to the Orient Railway. Russia has 
proposed In a diplomatic memoran- 
rum addressed to tho six Great Pow- 
ers that the question should be refer- 
red to them, as signatories of tho 
treaty, of Berlin. That tho dispute" 
ought to be referred to tho signatories 
of- the Berlin treaty is a proposition 
that can scarcely bo controverted. Vt 
was to these Powers that the Sultan's 
Government, which has shown con"- 
spicuous moderation throughout the 
controversy, appealed. There is per- 
haps no other way of Insisting on 
Turkish rights and giving Bulgaria 
at the same time a chance of retreat 
from a false position without any 
serious loss of prestige. In bowing 
to the decision of six great European! 
Powers, to say nothing of Turkey, 
Prince Ferdinand's Government would 
merely be yielding to a decree which 
even with a respectable military force,- 
and backed by the enthusiastic sup- 
port of an excited people, they could' 
not hope to resist. There lias been 
no desire in this country to take (in 
unduly harsh view of Bulgarian as- 
pirations.

VOTE OF THE WOMEN 
AGAIN THE QUESTION 

Mandamus Proceedings Have 
Been Started in Order to 
Settle Disputed Points 



A warning that tho municipal ■elec- 
tions will soon como around again 
was heard In chambers yesterday, 
when the case of Huckell vs. Dowler 
was called. This Is an application for 
a mandamus made by R. T. Elliott, 
K.C., on behalf of Mrs. Huckell, with 
a view to compelling tho city clerk to 
place her name on the municipal 
voters' list as a householder. 

It will bo remembered that at the 
last session of the legislature tho 
Municipal Elections Act was amended 
and consolidated, one cf tho changes 
being made consisting of the re-draft- 
ing of the clause defining the word 
"Householder." The object of tho 
amendment was believed to be to pre- 
vent women from voting by reason 
merely of having paid a dog tax or a 
water rate, it having been held, 
though such was not tho Intention of 
the act, that women who had paid 
to the city were entitled to vote. 

Mr. Elliott, however, appears to be 
of the opinion that the amendment 
has not secured the desired result in 
that the new clause states that tho 
word "Householder extends to and in- 
cludes &c." In all the other clauses 
in tin interpretation section of tho 
act the words "means and includes" 
are used. Ills argument is understood 
to be that this wording has the ef- 
fect of not limiting the householder 
entitled to vote to tho definition which 
follows, but to include in addition all 
householders. a word which hay, 
apart from statutory limitations, been 
judicially construed in an extended 
way. 

When Mrs. nucleoli's application 
was presented to the ctty clerk, that 
edicial consulted the city's legal ad- 
visers, and upon their advice wroto 
Mrs. Huckell a letter giving reasons 
why It could not be acted upon with 
a view to facilitating an appeal to tho 
courts. Mr. Elliott accordingly took I 
steps to set the law in motion, and 
tho matter was to have been heard 
yesterday. As, however, the chicr jus- 
tice was fully occupied In the case of 
Helta vs. Wilson, lie was not able to 
entertain the application, and the ar- 
gument was postponed. 

W. J. Taylor, K.C., will appear for 
Mr. Howler, but- will adopt a neutral 
attitude as tho city administration is 
not throwing any obstacles in the way 
of anyone getting a vote, an<j so tho 
city barrister will only ' formally opr 
pose the application. Unlesa someone 
Instructed by a ratepayer appears 
and Is allowed to address the court, as 
amicus curiae, it seems unlikely that 
there will be any legal argument in 
favor of Lhe act as it stands. It is 
understood that Mr. Elliott has pre- 
pared an elaborate legal argument in 
support of his position. 

Even If the application succeeds, it 
is believed that only a limited number 
of names will bo added to the list, as 
it is stated that only a limited propor- 
tion of the ladles who have voted at 
the last two elections can qualify in' 
any event. . t

Telephones for the use of all, on 
payment of a "nickle" will bo installed 
at different public places throughout 
the city. This has been decided on 
by the management of the B. C. Tele- 
phono company, and the work will bo 
instituted In the course of a few days. 
R, B. McMIcklng, the local manager, 
staled yesterday that, at first, twenty 
instruments would be utilized in this 
manner. Just where- they would be 
situated had not been decided, but 
central places would be selected In 
the different districts In order that 
they would be useful to the largest 
possible number. He explained that 
this system had been adopted In Van- 
couver and that it had been in voguo 
elsewhere for years. To use ono of 
these 'phones it was necessary that a 
"nickle" should be dropped in tho slot 
before connection could be procured 
with the central station. At least that 
was the most common system, but 
there was another which necessitated 
that tho "hello girl" should first bo 
communicated with. This done sho 
gave instructions as to payment and 
when the cash was produced and plac- 
ed in tho receptacle, of which the 
operator was apprized 1 by the ringing 
of a hell, the applicant was switched 
on • tire line desired? Mr. McMIcklng 
thought that the public telephones 
would fill a long felt want and that 
they would be well patronized, in fact 
he was of tho opinion that it wouldn't 
bo long before It would bo necessary 
to install double the' number contem- 
plated.

POLICE FORCE OBJECT 
TO THE NEW HELMETS 



Excessive Weight Makes Head- 
gear Almost Unbearable — 
Petition Commissioners 



The local police force, at least thnt 
portion of It, which is compelled to 
wear the helmets recently received 
from the Old Country, are up in arms 
against the head gear. After a trial 
of two months the men have come to 
the conclusion that tho new helmet is 
about the most uncomfortable of any 
that they have over been called upon 
to wear. It Is not to the style or ap- 
pearanco of tho helmet that the men 
object but to the excessive weight. 
While the helmet averages from 11 to 
13 ounces when dry, which is very 
much heavier than the other helmets, 
or, as some of tho former members of 
the London Metropolitan force aver, 
heavier than the helmet now in uso 
in London, it Is when tho helmet worn 
here becomes wet that It reached tho 
limit of uncomfortableness and actual 
misery. Recently a helmet worn by a 
patrolman who had been on duty in 
tho rain for three hours, was weighed 
when it was found to have increased 
in weight from 12 ounces to eighteen, 
whi:.o tho forehead of the patrolman 
was decorated with a welt across the 
flesh which looked as if he had been 
struck with a cane. 

The men have at last petitioned the 
police commissioners to provide other 
helmets of less weight. Tho petition 
hns been considered by the commis- 
sioners, but nothing has as yet been 
done. 



G. T. P. AGREEMENT FILED 

Clifford W. Brown Gets $126,750 For 
Four Hundred and Fiftoen Feet 
of Waterfront 



Tho agreement between the Grand 
Trunk Pacific and Clifford Watson 
Brown for tho purchase of Victoria 
waterfront was placed on file yes- 
terday. It appears from the document 
that tho consideration is $120,750, and 
the money will be paid and deed given 
after the investigation of the title is 
complete. Tho property sold consists 
of lots 7, 8, 9, 10, 11, 12, 13 and the 
southerly three-fifths of lot 14, in 
block 70. 

The property extends roughly from 
the Alaska Steamship company's wharf 
to the old customs building and has a 
frontage, on Wharf street of 330 feet 
and 415 feet on the harbor. The 
ground Is rocky and breaks off some- 
what abruptly, with the result that 
there is deep water right close in 
shore. The depth, without any dred 
ing varies from 1G to 20 feet. So far 
the Grand Trunk Pacific has made no 
arrangements for the improving of 
their new holdings, though eventually 
a wharf will be built when the Prince 
Rupert- Victoria steamship line of the 
G. T. P. becomes an actual fact. 



OAK BAY COUNCIL 
ON WATER QUESTION 

Who Bears Expense of Redis- 
tribution in Municipality? 
Council Interrogated 



Whether tho Victoria corporation or 
the municipality should take the res- 
ponsibility for tho distribution of wa- 
ter through the Oak Bay district was 
the subject discussed at a : special 
meeting of the council of that section 
yesterday afternoon at the offices of 
Clerk J. S. Floyd. Reeve Oliver oc- 
cupied the chair and those present 
were Councillors Henderson, Fernle, 
Noble, Newton and McGregor. 

The question referred to was intro- 
duced without delay and it was do- 
bated at length. The situation was 
clearly defined, it being explained 
that, as tho agreement which has been 
prepared by the officials of the muni- 
cipality and submitted to the civic 
fathers of Victoria had not been en- 
dorsed, the elected representatives of 
the residents of Oak^Bay had not 
power to proceed on their own initia- 
tive. Without some formal recogni- 
tion of their authority from tho cor- 
poration it would be worse than folly 
for them to attempt to take any ac- 
tion. In the first place they could not 
raise tho funds needed for such an 
enterprise without some understand- 
ing. That being the case it was es- 
sential that it should be known what 
tho city intended to do. Nothing has 
been heard since the passing of a 
resolution by the city council, on the 
6th of April, to the effect that Oak 
Bay would receive a reasonable 
amonut of water, at a reasonable 
price, at reasonable points, Tills was 
not satisfactory and it was the unan- 
imous opinion that something should 
be done in the endeavor to obtain a 
more definite reply from those in au- 
thority In Victoria. , 

With that object in view a resolu- 
tion was drafted, carried unanimously, 
nnd instructions given that it should 
bo forwarded the city clerk without 
delay. It la appended: 

Dear Sirs, — I am instructed, by the 
Council to forward you tho following 
resolution which was passed at a 
mooting held this day: 

"That at a joint meeting of the two 
Councils held on tho 18th of June, the 
Council of this Municipality was led 
to understand that the City of Vic- 
toria contemplated a scheme of redis- 
tribution of water mains to tho city 
boundary, and that extensions were 
to be made through this municipality 
either by the city or by tlve municip- 
ality under authority from the city. 
As we havo received no official notifi- 
cation that these works are being pro- 
ceeded with so far as Oak Bay muni- 
cipality lg concerned, wo would bo 
glad to hear from tire City of Victoria 
how nnd when, tho extensions through 
this municipality are to bo carried 
out and if the Municipality of Oak 
Bay Is expected to bear any part of 
tho expense of laying the watermalns.

Other matters were discussed, after 
which it was decided that another 
special meeting of the council should 
bo held next Monday afternoon in 
place of the regular gathering which, 
in tho ordinary course, would take 
place on the 2Gth inst. — election day. 
Then all outstanding business will bo 
dealt with, It being tho desire of 
Reeve Oliver to wind up tho affairs of 
the municipality as far as possibly 
beforo leaving on his forthcoming 
trip to tho Old Country.

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HERE AND THERE 

The necessity for cleanliness in tho 
schoolrooms is apparent to every in- 
telligent person. Not only is the health 
Of the children affected by the condi- 
tion of the room in which they spend 
a great part of tholr waking hours, but 
their habits are unconsciously but none 
the less really, affected by their sur- 
roundings. . Xo little girl can sit in a 
room clay after day where dust is al- 
lowed to lie and accumulate without 
learning habits of carelessness and 
untidiness. If the schoolrooms' are 
seldom washed tho children will not 
feel that scrupulous cleanliness in 
their own homes Is a necessity. No 
room which Is not clean can be beau- 
tiful, and few things contribute moro 
to the happiness of children, especially 
little children, than pretty surround- 
ings. No one who sees the delight 
with which little ones look at a bright 
picture or a lovely flower can doubt 
that to see such things day after day 
is no small part of education. Teachers 
realize this and there are very few in 
these days who do hot make an effort 
to render their schoolrooms attractive. 
The consequence la that there are 
comparatively few scholars who do not 
like to go to school. The school boy 
who creeps unwillingly to school has 
almost disappeared. 

But the very tlrst requisites of 
beauty are cleanliness and order. The 
most energetic of teachers cannot se- 
cure these under present . conditions 
without the help of tho caretaker of 
tho school; Tho schoolroom is not an 
easy one to clean as any one who has 
tried it knows. There arc many cran- 
nies where dust car. find a lodging 
place. The school Janitor must take 
time if tho work Is to be done thor- 
oughly and the wages paid should bo 
fair. A reporter spoke of the $30 paid 
to tho caretaker of the Kingston street 
school as an, Increase In -wages. It is 
true that $^0 was the former salary, 
but the addition of two large new 
rooms to the building has nearly 
doubled the work which was certainly 
not too well paid before. There are 
now live rooms to clean and put in 
order. Stoves are used and they 
must be kept clean, kindling prepared 
and Ares lighted. The steps and out- 
buildings must bo attended to, and 
tho flours and windows washed 'fre- 
quently. The rate now paid is scarce- 
ly thirty cents a day for each room. 
None of the mothers of the children 
who attend this school will think this 
sum sufficient. If the janitors of the 
other schools arc paid in the same 
proportion, the wonder is that there 
arc not moro frequent complaints of 
the work being badly done. As is well 
known by all who have had occasion 
to visit the schools of this city, tho 
primary school at James Bay has al- 
ways been a model of cleanliness. Tho 
people of Victoria will not grudge 
those who have the. task of keeping in 
order the buildings which are their 
children's "homes for the greater part 
of the day, fair pay for the work they 
do. The cleanliness of the schools is 
a matter upon which all mothers fool 
very strongly and their feeling should 
be considered by the school trustees. 
■ if • '* * * ■ 

A short time ago Lord Rosobery 
opened a large engineering school In 
Edinburgh, where evening classes arc 
held. On closing his address to the 
students he said: 

"The last thought that occurs to me 
In connection with the record that we 
have heard today Is this: whatamagr 
niticent and inspiriting sight Is the 
contemplation of these thousands of 
students who utilize this college. They 
come not forced to education, as Is tho 
case In so many 'of our cluss of gen- 
tle birth, but after a hard day's work, 
determined, whatever their stress or 
fatigue may be. to utilize their even- 
ings for the raising of their minds 
and the perfecting of their methods. 
1 venture to say that there is no more 
■ encouraging symptom in any com- 
munity than that, and if we oven con- 
template the possibility of a nation 
In the main composed of such youths 
as those, that nation would have 
nothing to fear In the long run. It Is 
oh its honest and strenuous youth 
that every nation depends, and youth 
such as that, determined and resolute 
on its own perfection and its own ef- 
ficiency, IS the surest sign of the 
health and strength of a nation. 

"We have heard all our lives, and 
shall hear oh for the rest of them' 
and for many lives to come, endless 
discussion as to the various forms 
Of capital — capital in money, capital 
in organization, capita] in labor. I 
will only take this last form of capital, 
and ask our artisan students to re- 
member and to realize how enor- 
mously they arc adding to their indi- 
vidual capital by the training they 
receive at these classes. Each ac- 
quisition they make, each art, each 
science, each method by which they | 
increase their industrial efficiency, is 
so much added to their material cap- 
ital. I know in these days there are 
many plans abroad by -which univer- 
sal affluence and universal beatitudes 
arc to be secured by a hasty recon- 
struction of society, but sure I am of 
this — that whenever that reconstruc- 

tioi iv take place, if it ever takes 

place, and whatever form society may 
assume, one bottom fact is certain, 
Unit the able, efficient, and self-reli- 
ant men will always climb to man- 
hood." 

Among the groat army of unem- 
ployed jn England there are many 
teachers. A recent despatch says 
that: 

"Hundreds of teachers who left the 
training colleges in June are still 
w.ithout employment. Two causes are 
assigned for this— first, higher educa- 
tion rates, which have led local edu- 
cation authorities to think about 
economizing on the teaching staff, 
and, secondly, the enormously increas- 
ed facilities for tile training of teach- 
ers which have come inlo existence 
since, tlie Education Act of 11)02 was 
passed. Immediately rate-aid was 
given to the voluntary schools — which 
previously had only been able to af- 
ford short staffs— a big demand for 
teachers arose, and there was really a, 
dearth. That dearth lias now been 
overtaken, and the cry of the unem- 
ployed teacher Is beginning to he 
heard. Perhaps this Is the real rea- 
son behind 11 remarkable resolution 
which has Just been passed by the ex- 
ecutive- of the National Union of 
Teachers. They demand that the 
granting or special scholarships to 
those who deslr<i to bo teachers as 
well as grants to training colleges 
shall he stopped and that a teacher 
Shall pay for his or her own training." 

As most Canadians know, the city 



of Halifax has always been noted for 
Its love of (lowers. Almost since the 
beginning of its history its public gar- 
dens have been the pride of the citizens 
and the admiration of all visitors. The 
VVomon's Council of Halifax is deter- 
mined that the citizens of the future 
shall be us noted as those of tho 
past for their Interest In gardening, in 
April they bought 2,2110 packets of 
flowprs and placing six varieties In an 
envelope, sold them to the school chil- 
dren at six cents a package. Besides 
this they gave, away seeds to tho chil- 
dren of outlying districts. On Septem- 
ber 26th the children held a llower show 
in one of the large halls of the city. 
Tho place was crowded with children 
and the chairman of the schoolboard as 
well as prominent members of the 
Women's Council were present to see 
the flowers and to award tho prizes 
for the most beautiful bouquet, the fin- 
est floral drawing and the. best essay 
on gardening. The drawings with which 
the hall was decorated are described 
as being verv well done. Every one 
present was delighted with the result 
of the experiment. To create a love for 
the beautiful and an interest In the 
growth of plants is an object well 
worthy the efforts of women. 

• » » 

There are many teachers in tho city 
who doubt whether they are not spend- 
ing too much timo on drawing. They 
find that they cannot now devote us 
much attention to some subjects which 
they have been accustomed to look up- 
on as very important, as they have 
done in the past. Drawing is still 
looked upon as an Innovation if not a 
fad, and the time devoted to It is 
given somewhat grudgingly. 

This Is not the opinion of observers 
In industrial centres. Both In Can- 
ada and England evening classes aria 
opened In the cities to give the young 
men an opportunity to learn drawing, 
in Montreal, the Council of Arts and 
Manufacturers has opened classes to 
assist apprentices and others engaged 
In various trades and arts to perfect 
themselves In their chosen calling. 
Among the subjects to which much at- 
tention is paid Is that of drawing, for it 
Is believed that the ability to draw cor- 
rectly Is necessary In most industrial 
arts. Modelling, too, is considered im- 
portant and the classes tire under the 
direction of two well known sculptors. 
Many trades are taught in the various 
classes both to men and to \fbinen. 
Tuition Is free and all are invited to 
come. It can scarcely he doubted that 
the children who aro now acquiring in 
tho schools a knowledge of drawing 
will lie better prepared to enter upon 
mechanical pursuits than young people 
whose hands and eyes are untrained. 
However good evening classes may be, 
they can scarcely take the place of In- 
struction earlier in life though they aro 
Invaluable In carrying on such teach- 
ing.

TRIED RECIPES 

Hot Supper Dish, 

For the simple little supper that 
every one wants on Sunday nights 
when the maid is out and no one wants 
to work, the following dish Is most 
ueccp table. 

It Is a regular chafing dish bit of 
cookery and is frequently 'concocted of 
clubmen for an after- theatre party. 

Good-sized tomatoes are skinned, 
chopped Into tiny pieces, and put on 
the ice. Half a dozen eggs are beaten 
up, seasoned with salt and paprika, 
and a small quantity of thick cream 
is slowly poured In and beaten lip! 

Tills mixture is poured into tho hot 
chafing dish and flaked with a fork 
until it Is nearly cooked; then the to- 
matoes are poured In, and If one likes 
the taste of green peppers, a few 
shreds are. added. 

These are flaked In with the egg 
mixture, and almost instantly served 
on hot plates, 

Apple Custard Pic. 
One-half pint of apple sauce linado 
from sour apples (strain), add the 
yolks of three egs and white of one; 
beat thoroughly with the apple'; add 
two tablOSpoOns of melted butter and 
one coffee cup of milk; make with un- 
der crust and bake In a deep pie plate, 
frost with the whites of the eggs made 
stiff with granulated sugar— before 
frosting grate a very little nutmeg 
over the tart. Measure the apple 
sauce after straining. 

Pencil Jelly, 

Peel, halve, and stone a dozen ripe 
peaches, boil them and the bruised 
kernels for fifteen minutes, in u thin 
syrup made of ten ounces of sugar 
and a half pint of water. Flavor juice 
with grated rind and straitied juice 
of four lemons and strain through 
jelly hag. Add to this one ounce dis- 
solved gelatine. Four this into a mold 
and set away to cool.

NEW BUILDING IS WANTED 



Directors Desirous of Proving 
By Development Work the 
Need For Quarters < 



A special effort is being made by 
the Young Men's Christian associa- 
tion to popularize the physical depart- 
ment this winter to a greater extent 
than ever before. It is believed by the 
officials that, notwithstanding what 
mav bo said to the contrary, the gym- 
nasium and all that it represents, with 
proper handling, is one of the strongest 
factors available in the building of an 
important and a prosperous institu- 
tion. And that is what they have in 
view, what they have been striving 
for during the. past several years; in 
fact, ever since the inception of the 
organization here. But they think 
that, at last, they are on the verge of 
success, and that one more exception- 
ally successful winter, in physical 
•work and in other departments, will 
bring their members and the public 
generally to a realization of the ex- 
treme necessity of procuring new and 
more adequate quarters — a building 
large enough and with sufficiently 
modern equipment to permit it to ex- 
pand and develop along all lines. 

Rejuvenating Influence. 
Up to the present, although the 
physical classes have only been in- 
augurated but a few weeks, there have 
been largo attendances; in fact, the 
outlook Is most encouraging to the 
director, W. G. Findlay, and all as- 
sociated with him in his field of en- 
deavor. The former Is kept busy 
these days from early In the afternoon 
until late at night. One session fol- 
lows another. It is In the gym most 
of the time; sometimes with the small 
boys and at others with men approach- 
ing the prime of life — -Victoria's most 
prominent merchants being numbered 
among these. Hut when they don 
their gymnasium attire and take their 
places on the floor all that dignity 
which they are wont to wear on the 
public thoroughfare fades away and 
they are subjected to the stern com- 
mands of the rather youthful but ex- 
ceedingly muscular young man who 
nets as leader In their exercises. And 
then, after the work through which 
they go, the director proposes some 
recreation, and for a short space the 
class amuses Itself with the hilarity 
of children engaging in their first 
game of marbles in a back yard. Here 
all business cares are forgotten and 
the individual who entered the build- 
ing tired and jaded emerges a little 
over an hour later the flush of health 
in his cheeks and the fire of energy 
in his eye. Tills Is what is accom- 
plished by what is termed physical 
exercise. 

Director's Statement. 

Yesterday Physical Director Findlay 
was asked to give the Colonist an in- 
terview on his conception of the work 
which he has launched and the bene- 
fits to bo derived therefrom. He com- 
plied. His remarks, which are brief, 
clear and to the point, follows: 

"Physical culture is a science, the

same as anything else that requires 
a great deal of study in order to apply 
it wisely. By physical culture wo 
mean the applying of physical exer- 
cise best suited to ones needs to build 
up the broken down nerve and muscu- 
lar tissue. In the olden days, when 
men and women lived more naturally 
than they do now, physical culture 
was not so much needed as it nowa- 
days is, because men obeyed more 
nearly nature's law, and that is what 
physical culture teaches— to know 
yourself and know how to best take 
care of yourself. Now physical cul- 
ture does not consist In developing a 
large arm or leg, in weight-lifting, or 
being able to sprint a hundred yards 
in ten seconds— not at all. Dr. Luther 
Gullclc, In his great book, 'The •Ef- 
ficient Life,' compares man to a ma- 
chine. Now you men who run 
machines, any kind at all, know that 
vou want that machine to do the most 
possible work for you with the least 
possible wear and tear on that ma- 
chine. So with the human body. You 
want to get all you can out of it with 
the least possible expenditure of nerv- 
ous energy. Then you always have 
some energy left over, some. reserve, 
power to call upon in time of need. 

"In these days of hustle and bustle, 
worry and excitement, men need some- 
thing, especially office men and brain 
workers to tone up their system and 
set the red blood coursing through 
their veins, a little recreation and play 
onco in a while, to make him forget 
that there arc such things us trial 
balances and overdue accounts. Some 
men use their bodies as if they could 
stand everything forever, but they 
won't. Some day they will object, and 
demand that a little care be given 
thein or they will refuse to perform 
the duties of life. Of course business 
men are busy men. AVe realize that, 
but there is no man living that can af- 
ford to work day In and day out and 
not give his body some attention. It 
will stand it for a whlllo, but not 
for always. Of course the best time 
to teach physical culture is to the 
young, the same as any other branch 
of education. 

"Indigestion, liver complaint, defi- 
cient breathing, etc., are generally due 
to faulty position while at work, and 
these can easily bo remedied by a sys- 
tem of physical culture. A man should 
have an examination before he starts 
In, to find out just what work he re 
quires to build him up. because a man 
With a weak heart or a u-ndency toward 
tuberculosis is not a fit subjeqt to in 
dulge in any strenuous game or ex 
crclsc. The Young Men's Christian 
associations are doing more at the 
present time to teach scientific physi- 
cal education than any other institu 
tion, and for that they deserve our 
hearty co-operation and support, if 
for nothing else. 

"During muscular activity a greater 
amount of blood is needed, and this is 
supplied by a dilation of the blood ves 
sels of tli part Systematic exorcise 
of a muscle educates the arterioles, 
small arteries, supplying that muscle 
With blood, to remain In a state of 
dilation. Tills Increaso in the blood 
supply not only provides nn increa 
of oxygen during activity, but during 
rest carries an increased amount of 
nourishment to the muscle, with the 
result that the muscle increases In size 
and power. Hence the value of sys- 
tematic body-bulldlng work. 

"Now we hope that those few re- 
marks on this very vital subject will 
have the effect of making a few men 
pause and think, and then act." 

An Investigation was expected to fol- 
low the recent disturbance at New 
Westminster, during tho progress of 
one of the B.C.A.L.A. matches in tho 
course of which George Paris, Vancou- 
ver's trainer drew a revolver. Tho 
thought of such a thing, however, ap- 
pears to have died away. Perhaps it 
Is best so. Stll), it la to be hoped sin- 
cerely that something be done to pre- 
vent a recurrence of such a deplorable 
Incident. As lias been stated before,' 
unless tho breach between the two 
mainland clubs Is to somo extent healed 
the prospects of next season's lacrosse 
liClng worth while is far from bright.

NATIONAL HOCKEY 

PLAYERS ORGANIZE 



"Players get tired of tho same man- 
agers " said a well-known National 
League umpire during a recent fan- 
ning bee. . "Not only that, but they 
Involuntarily fall into a rut when one 
manager is at tho head of the layout 
for a too long time. They learn all of 
tho manager's little box of tricks. 

"They know what he is going to di- 
rect them to do in certain Instances 
and eases. They apprehend In ad- 
vance almost the words ho is going to 
employ In ordering them to do these 
certain things. And so they begin to 
play the old army game, as we call It 
—the mechanical stuff that never will 
any more, the way baseball lias de- 
veloped, get a club anywhere near tho 
top position. 

Get On to Manager. 

"When a lavout of ball players get 
this kind of line on their .manager— 
when, I mean, they know everything 
that he knows and could follow his 
copy even if lie were not on tho 
grounds— why, it Is simply Inevitable 
that they will, sooner or later, got 
flown to an army and barnyard game. 
Even when the brightest men of the 
club have Ideas of their own with 
respect to the way certain things 
should bo done at critical junctures of 
the game, they know that they can't 
have their Ideas carried out, and get 
the habit of taking orders and not 
sticking to their oar at all. 

Surplus Discipline Bad. 

"That's where too much discipline 
is a bad thing for ball players. If I 
were running a ball club, it seems to 
me that I'd have It understood that 
every man on the outfit should have 
tho privilege of rapping in at any time 
he chose with suggestions ns to what 
ho thought ought to be done, even if 
the suggestions proved to bo Imprac- 
ticable. I'd give it out to. the gang 
that I'd like them to stake mo to a 
little consensus of their Ideas every 
time a kinky kind of play came up, 
and I certainly would treat ' them 
civilly when they came along with 
their little ideas. 

Players Can't Suggest. 

"As it stands now, tho discipline of 
the game is such that most of the 
players are entirely buffoned when It 
comes to offering suggestions. The 
average manager seems to take it as 
a kind of Intended reflection on him- 
self when a player who is keen for 
tho success of the nine swings along 
with ills own ideas as to what ought 
to bo done In a given case, and few 
players who nudge through with ad- 
vice in this way never are treated 
with sufficient courtesy to induce them 
to come back again with that kind of 
stuff. 

"When the ballplayer feels that he 
Is a sort of factor himself, in co-oper- 
ation with the actual manager, in put- 
ting plays over and pulling the club 
out of playing holes, he is bound to 
take an increased interest in the 
game. 

Hustle for New One. 

"To get back to the Idea of shifting 
managers, I've noticed that when 
theso changes take place tho club 
nearly always picks up in Its work 
to a noticeable extent. It doesn't 
make any difference If the new man- 
ager Is not, taking him all in all, so 
good as ills predecessor in the man- 
aging line. He's just a new one, that 
Is all, and he's there with some new 
stuff, and the men like to have these 
variations in the monotony. More, 
over, they aro able to unite all the 
stuff that th«y'Ve picked up from the 
previous manager with the new Ideas 
that nre brought along by the new 
man." 
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McCOY RESUS CITATED 

Ex-Champion Easily Defeated Stewart 
of Brooklyn Before Large Crowd 
Last Night 



New York, Oct. 1G. — After an ab- 
sence of four years from the ring, 
Kid McCoy reappeared here tonight 
at the National Ciub and easily de- 
feated Jim Stewart, or Brooklyn, in a 
six-round bout. McCoy's lust, ring 
match was a tw.enty-round decision 
over Jack Sullivan, at Los Angeles, 
in October, 1904. McCoy weighed 
about 1G8 pounds, fully 10 pounds less 
than tho Brooklyn man. While Mc- 
Coy did not look anything like ins 
former self, lie showed wonderful abil- 
ity in foot work and ills sparring and 
feinting work were as clever as ever.

MERCHANTS AND REBELS 



Publisher From Sumatra Tells 
; of Century-Old War With 
: ,, Dutch Being Revived 
i 

With a cargo of 5,000 tons of general 
freight including l.SOO bales of silk and 
ssllk goods valued at three-quarters o£ 
i\ million dollars, and 70 passengers, 
12 in the saloon, 7 second class and 51 
steerage, the steamer Kaga Mara, 
C'apt. G. S. Lapralk, o£ the Nippon Vu- 
sen Kalsha, reached ' port yesterday 
morning from Hongkong and the usual 
ports of call, leaving Yokohama two 
^lays late, on October 2. The passen- 
gers included Charlton B. Perkins, 
.who has been touring the Orient to 
gather material for a book descriptive 
o£ the cities of the far east, and Mrs. 
Perkins; G. Frankfort, a clothing man 
from Helena, who made the round trip 
to Yokohama; J. E. Luttrell, who has 
toeen resident In the far eeast for ten 
years, and has been recently in Java, 
Sumatra and the Straits Settlements. 
1). Ikuno, a Japanese railway expert, 
arrived on his way to London, on a 
mission of investigation for the Toklo 
government, which controls the main 
railways of Japan. He will inspect 
some of the railways of the United 
States and Europe. Other passengers 
were: Mrs. K. Kojen, and N. Ito, a 
merchant, bound to San Francisco; 
Prof. Y. Gamo, of the Commercial, col- 
lege at Yamaguchi, bound to Chicago; 
T. Haratu, a merchant, on his way to 
Boston, and A. J. Hall, who has been 
employed at the naval docks at Hong- 
Kong, bound to Portsmouth naval yard 
to take up his work there, accompanied 
by his sister, Miss Hall. Mrs. Akoo- 
liina Varzln, a Russian woman, with 
her child, arrived from Vladivostok 
to join. her husband in Iowa. There 
were 4 steerage passengers for Victoria 
and. 47 for Seattle. 

The Kaga Maru encountered heavy 
weather for two days when near the 
meridian, being tossed for 48 hours 
by northeast, cast and southeast gales, 
but no damage was sustained. The 
cargo, which was the largest brought 
for some time, consisted mostly of 
tea, bamboo poles and matting. The 
cargo was made up as follows: Tea, 
15,565 cases; bamboo poles,, 7,S40 
.bundles; matting, 9,733 rolls; curios, 
*2,355; rice and beans, 2.1SG bags; por- 
celain, 1,95" cases; raw silk, 1,665 
bales; wet provisions, 1,650 .tubs; lily 
bulbs, 836'- cases; pineapples, 800 
cases; camphor, 46S cases; straw 
braid, 389 cases; dry provisions, 359 
cases; sugar, 200 bags; peanuts, 200 
bags; silk and linen goods, S3 bales; 
coffee, 50 bags; and 69 packages of 
sundries, a total of 47.3S0 packages. 
The cargo landed here was 404 tubs of 
wet provisions, soy, misu, etc.; 400 
bags of sugar, 213 bags of rice and 
beans, 178 cases of dry provisions, 172 
bags of cocoanuts, 75 cases of tea, 67 
packages of curios, 46 rolls of mat- 
ting and bamboos, a total or 1,564 
packages. There wero also 771 cases 
of tea for optional landing at Vic- 
toria. 

Mr. Perkins' Tour. 

Mr. Perkins, In an interview with a 
Colonist reporter, said lie had been 
visiting many points in the far east. 
Including Java, Sumatra, the Philip- 
pines, China and Japan. He made 
somo investigations when at Batavia 
and vicinity regarding the . Achlnesq

way, and was at Peking when the 
Japanese legation guards shot and 
killed Capt. Kawakita, the Japanese 
officer alleged to have, sold Japanese 
military secrets to China. The for- 
eigners of Peking were indignant re- 
garding the manner of the killing. 
Capt. Kawakita, who had been former- 
ly employed as an instructor by Yuan 
Shi KaJ, was in the Chinese city and 
troops were sent to the compound 
where he was living to arrest him. 
Soon after entering the compound the 
troops opened lire on him, and killed 
him.- It was said the Japanese officer 
had drawn a sword and attacked the 
troops, but this was denied. The 
Chinese, who are proud of their now 
police force, wero indignant that the 
Japanese had gone beyond their con- 
cession and shot down the Japanese 
in the Chinese city and made protests, 
but these were not considered. The 
foreigners at Peking, Mr. Perkins said, 
are feeling strongly at the manner in 
which the Japanese are acting at the 
Chinese capital. The legation guards 
are most arrogant. Mr. Perkins stay- 
ed at the Wagons Lits hotel, managed 
by Germans, and the guests of the 
hotel are being annoyed by the Japan- 
ese legation guards of the legation 
near by. Massed buglers parade every 
morning at 6 a.m. and march around 
the hotel awakening everybody. Tho 
German manager has made complaints, 
and t he German legation has protest- 
ed, but the nuisance is not abated. 
While. Mr. Perkins was there the hotel 
management built a. new cement walk 
in front of the hotel and moved two 
or three telephone poles on which a 
wire is strung to the Japanese lega- 
tion, from the centre of the cement 
walk to the edge. The following 
morning a squad of Japanese came 
with fixed bayonets and formed a cor- 
don about somo Chinese coolies who 
dug up the cement walk and put the 
telephone posts back in the centre of 
it. The German hotelkeepcr protested, 
but could get no satisfaction. 

Mr. Lutrell, who spent some time in 
Manila and more recently at Soura- 
baya and Singapore, said • the mer- 
chants of the Straits Settlements had 
suffered much of late owing to the de- 
cline of the price of tin, upon which 
much of the district depends, about a 
year ago. The price fell from £200 
to £125, and the merchants lost con- 
siderably. He said there Is a great 
awakening among all the Oriental 
peoples, and all, from Saigon to Vladi- 
vostok are looking toward the west for 
learning. 



Tho steamer Besslo Dollar, Capt. 
Gow, passed up to Comox yesterday 
to load bunker coal with 2,500,000 feet 
of lumber on board from Gray's Har- 
bor. Shu will proceed to Everett to 
complete her cargo. 

From the Dutch port of Terneuzen, 
not frequently heard of in Pacific 
coast shipping circles, tho British 
bark Hawthornbank is now forty-six 
days out with a curgo of creosote for 
Pugct Sound. The Hawthornbank is 
one of three sailing ships en route to 
Puget Sound with this commodity. 
The others are the Danish bark Jupi- 
ter, now overdue from Liverpool, and 
the British bark Sardhunu, 130 days, 
out from London.

Allie !, Algar Returned With 
445 Skins— Deserter on 
Hand With Welcome 



Another sealing schooner returned 
yesterday, tho Allie I. Alger, Capt. 
Gus Whidden, with 445 sealskins, and 
no sooner had the schooner moored 
at the wharf of the Victoria Sealing 
Company than a hack drove up with 
one Louis Pinzor, lolling back in Ills 
overalls, his feet uplifted and an air 
of content on his face.' 

That the sealers of the Allie I. Al- 
ger were surprised to see the visitor 
can be imagined When it is stated 
that he ran away when the schooner 
was on the northern coast many 
months ago. taking a boat and a rifle 
belonging to the schooner. 

"He has his nerve, all right," said 
one of his former shipmates. 

Pltizer and three others deserted 
from the Allie I. Alger during the 
earlier part of .the season. They took 
a boat and started off after nightfall. 
Capt. Whidden did not let them go 
that time, though. He found that 
they had reached a small coast settle- 
ment and next morning he started 
after them, getting a steam launch to 
facilitate the chase. The fugitives 
were found at an Indian village and 
then taken back on board. A few 
days later Pinzer sneaked off after 
nightfall with one of the schooner's 
boats and a rifle when thirty miles off 
the land, and the crew did not see hhn 
again until he appeared in the. hack 
at the sealing company's wharf to 
meet the steamer. 

Like tho Jessie tho Allie 1. Algar 
brought news that the Japanese scal- 
ers hud made sealing difficult tor 
those nationals who were not so fav- 
orably situated. The Japanese ves- 
sels were anchored close to the is- 
lands, blazing away at the seals. 'No 
inter reports of the other schooners 
than those brought by the Jessie 
were received, 

The Allie I. Algar left Unimak Pass 
on October -1th and made a smart run 
home, encountering three south-east 
gales on the way. 



SEARCHING FOR VICTIMS 
OF NORTHERN DISASTER 

Efforts Being Made to Recover Bodies 
of Those Lost in tho Star of 
Bengal Wreck 



The steamer Cottage City, which lias 
arrived at Seattle from the north, 
brought news that searchers' are en- 
deavoring to recover bodies of victims 
of the Star of Bengal disaster. When 
the survivors left the scene of tile dis- 
aster not many bodies of the 111 un- 
fortunates who were drowned or killed 
had been washed ashore and burled in 
the beach. .Among the bodies unre- 
cbvered was that of Norman Hawkins, 
a machinist, brother-in-law of Super- 
intendent Hell, of the Wrarigoll can- 
nery. Superintendent Bell offered a 
reward of $1,000 for the finding of the 
remains of his wife's brother. 

This offer induced two men to go 
from Shakan to the desolate shore of 
Coronation, island, where tho great 
hulk lies submerged and broken in 
three pieces. These sturdy fishermen 
made every effort to find the -corpse, 
but there was such a heavy swell that 
it was impossible to accomplish their 
object. They returned to Shakan, 
where Capt. A. C. Jansen, of tho Cot- 
tage City, heard their story. 

A ghastly scone was presented to 
tho two searchers, for they state that 
they could plainly see the bodies of 
three men in the water not far from 
the shore. At. low tide the heads of 
the corpses showed above the surface. 
It was evident that the bodies were 
wedged In wreckage. The men made 
every attempt to disentangle tho re- 
mains, hut on account of the heavy 
surf they had to return unrewarded. 
They report that two of the corpses 
are those of Chinamen and the third 
that of a white man. Whether k is 
Norman Hawkins or not they wero un- 
able to learn;

Prior to this, however, Mr. Hiiu'a 
Mldzushlma of Hakodate, formerly a 
lawyer in Nemuro and well known as 
an intrepid fisher, had learnt from a 
certain foreign fishing steamer that 
at a pqlnt 150 knots N.W. from the 
coast of Tamurao (belonging vo Rus- 
sia), there is a small uninhabited 
island which - is not marked even In 
tho "Boundary Maps," nncf whOBe 
coasts abound in seals and other 
valuable sea animals. On tills, his 
passion for enterprise became quite 
uncontrollable, so, equipping a sailing 
vessel, ho invited any who might Wish 
to try their luck to join him. 

The expedition, whose members 
consisted of five muscular Ainos then 
living on Chlshima, a daring fellow 
from the mainland, Tuzaburo Ya- 
magata, nephew of Mr. Midbushlma, 
and Mr, Mldzushlma himself, with an- 
■other man, letf Hakodate one. cold 
clay in August, 190G, for the Island, 
where they soon landed In safety. 

In June of the following year, Mr. 
Mldzushlma, returning to Hakodate, 
purchased the steamer Teshio Maru 
and again sailed for the island to 
fetch the party, whose' very existence 
was now uncertain. On approaching 
the island, the first: thing they did 
was to fire guns loaded with blank 
cartridges as a signal, while sailing 
about off shore. Presently, to their 
joy, they heard tho answering signal 
of n gun from tho northern extremity 
of the island, which gave them at least 
tho assurance that sonic one there was 
alive. On landing, however, they found 
that three of the Ainos had died, and 
the rest were in a half dead condi- 
tion. Mr. Midy.ushimu discovered 
then, for tho first time, how imperfect 
their preparations ami arrangements 
had been, but found that despite their 
hardships they had already collected 
more than sixty bear and leopard 
skins. 

According to a man who wintered 
on the island, the same was sur- 
prised to find, In February last, the 
prints of some shoos upon the frozen 
snow of the island; which was known 
to be uninhabited: With great cau- 
tion, therefore, they followed the 
tracks, to discover three Itussians with 
a sledge pulled by dogs, lie learnt 
from them that every winter they 
come from Russian territory over the 
hard, frozen pack ice for tin: purpose 
of hunting secretly, the yield being 
Immense. 

Mr. Midzushimn. who had had prac- 
tical experience of what was told by 
those Russians, decided to return to 
Hakodate for a time and prepare for 
a second expedition to the island.

JAPANESE LOCATE A 

NE W SEAL ROOKERY 

Schooner From Hakodate Goes to 
Hitherto Unknown Island Where 
Fur Seals Swarm 



A new seal rookery, located on an 
uninhabited Island, not marked on 
charts or maps, has been discovered 
by Rinta Mldzushlma, a Japanese 
sealer of Hakodate, according to ad- 
vices received by the steamer Kaga 
Maru which arrived in port yesterday 
morning. Tho island rookery is said 
to be an exceedingly rich one and 
the discoverer made a small fortune 
by a raid on the rookery. The situ- 
ation of the find is about 200 miles 
northwest from the Russian part of 
Saghallen and a party which went 
to the Island in January last is ex- 
pected back at Hakodate In the near 
future. The following account' of the 
experiences of the discoverers Is given 
by a Japanese vernacular paper: There 
is a wonderful island in the Northern 
Sea. Although once upon a time it 
was much talked about, not one of 
the many adventurers who had sailed 
for this island at the risk of their 
lives, with the intention of discover- 
ing its mysteries, ever succeeded In 
accomplishing his purpose on account 
of some mysterious cause. 

It is said that not only are there 
found curious animals living on the 
island, one of whose skins might cost 
several hundred yen, but the Island 
Itself Is very rich in natural products. 
Among the ardent adventurers that 
had been taking great' interest In it 
was a certain Hakodate gentleman, 
who, desirous of exploring tills treas- 
ure island, set out for that purpose 
with somo kindred spirits last Janu- 
ary.

i Tho schooner Marshfleld, which 
reached San Francisco on Thursday, 
brought the body of Nels Christian 
Peterson, an obscure sailor, who gave 
his life In an attempt to rescue his 
shipmates from a death by sea. His 
sacrifice was In vain for the storm 
which threatened the schooner subsided 
shortly after Peterson left the craft 
in an endeavor to carry a life line to 
the shore. 

The tragic sea drama was enacted off 
Needle Rock, on the Mendocino coast. 
A terrific southwest gale during the 
night drove the -Marshlield over the 
seething wateni toward the treacherous 
coast. 

Believing the schooner would strike, 
Captain IJettiner ordered all hands on 
deck nnd called for volunteers to carry 
a line to the shore. Peterson sprang 
forward, followed by Ax Jepsen and 
Kric Lundbcrg. They put uTf in a 
small boat and disappeared in the 
darkness. Then the storm calmed and 
when day broke the drifting small boat 
was seen upset with Peterson's body 
across It and the two other sailors 
clinging to the keel.

Stone Carriers of India. 

Recently an interesting water im- 
pounding scheme has been carried to 
successful completion in southern In- 
dia at the Mari-Kanave gorge upon 
the Vedaratl river In Mysore State. 

When constructional work was in fill 
swing more than 5,000 natives were 
employed, and the undertaking offered 
a novel and Interesting example of the 
cheapness of manual labor as com- 
pared with the mechanical appliances. 

In India, there exists a class of lab- 
orers generally described as "now- 
gunnies," or professional stone car- 
riers, who, owing to their capacity for 
hard work, are in great demand for 
such enterprises as this. They are of 
powerful phys{quo and possess consid- 
erable stamina. They will work for 
ten hours a day and transport from 
70 to 150 pounds of 3tone a man. They 
form gangs according to the character 
of the work in hands, ranging from 
two to four, eight, twelve, to sixteen 
men a unit. 

Although such transportation seems 
somewhat slow in comparison with the 
possibilities of handling plants, yet 
they prosecute their task very energe- 
tically, and tho scale of pay, ranging 
from 10 to 1G cents a man a day, is 
so low as to render such labor far 
cheaper than mechanical transport. 
Indeed, a complete installation of tho 
latter was laid down, a cable being 
stretched across the gorge over tho 
site, bringing the stone direct from 
the quarries on the hillsides to ,tho 
site ready for setting, but this had to 
be abandoned owing to its being far 
more expensive than the ','nqwgunnyV 
labor.

House of Commons to compel the gov- 
ernment to suspend all " construction 
beyond the eastern side of the Rocky 
Mountains and implored the House not 
to ruin Canada for the sake of 12,000 
white people in British Columbia and 
was supported by the entire Liberal 
government, including Sir Wilfrid 
Laurler.

JUDGE HOWAY RULES 
AGAINST^ PROVINCE 

Judgment Involving Control of 
Fisheries by Provincial 
Government 



Vnncouver, Oct. 16— A decision of 
much significance in tho light for con- 
trol of British Columbia iisherles be- 
ing waged between tho federal and tho 
provincial governments was given 
yesterday at New Westminster by 
Judge Howay, of the county court. 

His honor quashed two convictions 
against John Kendall, whose case was 
nccopted several weeks ago as a test 
action in the fisheries light. Kendall 
was convicted on two charges of con- 
travention of provincial regulations 
denying the right to fish above tho 
J Westminster bridge at certain times 
* allowed by tho federal rules of tho 
river. 

The judge declared that the authori- 
ties clearly showed that the provincial 
authorities had no right to attempt to 
control llshlng in the waters of tho 
Kraser river. Ho looked upon a deci- 
sion of tho privy council as clearly 
upholding this stand. 

The judgment was a lengthy one, 
containing many extracts from various 
authorities. 

It is probable that tho provincial 
government will carry an appeal of 
yesterday's decision to tho privy coun- 
cil as it affects the entire question of 
jurisdiction on the Fraser river. Hon. 
W. J. Bowser, who had tho fishery 
legislation in hand last session, is too 
111 today to he interviewed on the gov- 
ernment's Intentions In the matter.

— In tho assize 
court yesterday, Tom Morey was found 
guilty of shooting with intent to kill 
the while wife of a Chinaman named 
Nip Sue, in a cabin on Westminster 
avenue last summer. 

The chief witness was Mr. Nip Sue, 
a white woman who was married to a 
Chinaman. The woman before her 
marrljige had been a friend of Moroy's, 
living in the same house. Sho went 
over to New Westminster and mar- 
ried the Chinaman, Nip Sue. One 
morning she returned to Vancouver, 
and paid a visit' to her old quarters. 
She went to the room of an old friend, 
Miss Kate C'horn, and while there 
Mosey camo in. Ho greeted her cor- 
dially and suggested that they should 
join in celebrating her marriage by a 
feast. Ho went out and brought' In a 
tray of food and liquor and placed it 
on tho knees of the two women where 
they were sitting In the room. He 
then drew a revolver and deliberately 
emptied five chambers into tho body 
of Mrs. Nip Sue, at the same time 
swearing at her for marrying a China- 
man. 1 Fortunatoly the bullets touched 
no vital point and resulted in nothing 
worse than flesh wounds. 

The prisoner stated in the box that 
his mind wns a'blank at tho time of 
tho shooting, and he had no idea why 
ho had dono It. He had been drink- 
ing heavily at tho time, and was also 
subject to ague and fits. 

Sentence was reserved .until tho 
close .of the . assizes. . 

CLAI MS BO NDED 

Properties Near Spence's Bridge" Aro 
Now Provisionally in Hands of 
Capitalists 



Vancouver, Oct. 1G. — Four of the 
copper claims owned by Messrs. Saw- 
yer and F. G. Fryer, near Spence's 
Bridge, have been bonded to an Old 
Country syndicate -for ?200,000. This 
Is a copper proposition and bids fair 
to be one of the best group of claims 
in British Columbia. 

The vendors have still a group of 
six other claims one the same lands 
and It is understood that negotiations 
are on foot to acquire these also. In 
the meantime the work done on the 
first four will demonstrate the value 
of the group. 

Development work has only been 
clone on one claim into which a tunnel 
of 50 feet has been run and is now 
In a line four foot seam of ore between 
well defined walls. The peculiar ad- 
vantage of this group of claims is that 
they aro a tunnelling proposition en- 
tirely, being on either skle of a deep 
canyon, so that no sinking is required 
to develop the claims and all water 
necessary for power is right at hand. 
Tho claims aro two and a half miles 
from the Canadian Pacific railway.

British Honduras, in furtherance 
of the plan of the Federal Govern- 
ment to move all the Hindus in Brit- 
ish Columbia to that Central Amer- 
ican colony. 

Mr. Harkin was accompanied by a 
delegation of two, a Hindu and a 
Sikh, who will look over the ground 
to bo able to make a complete report 
regarding conditions to their country- 
men when they return to this city. 
An interpreter accompanied the party. 
Mr. Harkin will present his creden- 
tials from Ottawa to the Governor of 
Honduras on his arrival there.

Orleans, and from there will take 
steamer to the south. The entire 
trip will occupy six weeks.

Oct. 10.— Rena 
Ray, a white girl, who recently came 
here from Victoria, was rescued from 
a Chinese joint yesterday evening by 
tho city police. The discovery of 
white women in opium dens is he- 
coming alarmingly frequent of late, 
while there is good ground for sus- 
picion that only a few of tho women 
so harbored are ever found by officers.

Seattle, Oct. 10. — Great Northern oill- 
clals declare that tho Ferule, B.C., coal 
mines, which had been relied upon to 
supply from 1,300 to 1,800 tons of fuel 
daily for the domestic trade, and will 
not be able to yield more than 200 
tons. Practically all that Eastern 
Washington territory hitherto depend- 
ent upon the Fernle mines will have 
to be supplied from the- collieries of 
Western Washington. In addition the 
strike in the Wyoming mines will make 
it necessary for southeastern Wash- 
ington to procure a new source of sup- 
ply. 

Circular letters have been sent out 
by railroad trolllc departments warn- 
ing interior coal dealers that they will 
have to procure an immediate supply 
of coal and declaring that if they de- 
lay they may face conditions similar 
to those which existed two years ago. 
Tho 200 tons of Fernio coal that will 
bo available dally would not supply 
Spokane's local trade. 

A mine accident and tho (ire near. 
Fertile last summer are responsible for 
the decreased output of tho Hill mines 
at Ferule. The collieries must supply 
500 tons dully to the Canadian Pacific 
and 1,500 tons a day for the Great 
Northern. After these contracts are 
Handled, the mines will have about 
200 tons dally for domestic purposes'; 

Most of tho Washington mines work- 
ed half time last summer and only a 
little advance buying was done by do- 
mestic coal consumers. As a result, 
Great Northern officials are endeavor- 
ing to induce persons along their lino 
to stock up immediately. 



Sailors' and Loggers' Home 

Vancouver, Oct.? 10. — An event of 
permanent moment to the. City of Van- 
couver occurred J lifst' night in the 
formal opening of the new SailorsV iuid 
Loggers' Institute, which is on West- 
minster avenue, a short distance from 
the corner of Alexander street. The 
act of declaring . the buildings dedi- 
cated to tho uses-. of - the Institution 
was gracefully performed by Hon. 
Richard McBrido in a neat speech, but 
all tho exercises of the opening were of 
interest to the people who were in at- 
tendance at the meeting. 

Reovo May Injured 

Vancouver, Oct. _ l'C— W. H. May, 
Reovo of North Vancouver Munici- 
pality, on Wednesday sustained a nasty 
accident while returning to' North Van- 
couver from Seymour creek. Mr. May 
had been present at the opening of the 
Seymour Creek water system as the 
guest of Vancouver City. He and Mr. 
Wheeler were driving home direct to 
North Vancouver from the creek and 
took tho wrong road. When the mis- 
take was discovered the rig was turn- 
ed, but in doing so overbalanced, and 
Reeve May was pitched out on r his 
head, receiving a nasty cut on: his 
forehead. He was Improving yesterduy. 

Hindu Killed 

Vancouver, Oct.'. '16; — Killed Instan- 
taneously by the snapping of a steel 
cable of a donkey engine, cremated 
the same day and his ashes scattered 
to the four winds by his fellow coun- 
trymen, was the tragic fate of Indee 
Singh, a Hindu, employed at N. B. 
Forbes' logging camp near Magee 
station, on tho Lulu Island railway. 
The accident that' so suddenly termin- 
ated the Hindu's earthly existence oc- 
curred last Tuesday morning. Indeo 
was one of a half dozen employed in 
logging operations on some land there 
that is being cleared up. A heavy 
strain was put on a stump by means 
of a steel' cable attached to a power- 
ful donkey engine.- The cable sud- 
denly snapped anil the recoiling ['end 
struck the unfortunate .Hindu fairly 
on the neck, just below tho Chin. 
The blow broke his neck, death, en- 
suing Immediately.

Calcutta, Oct. 1G.— During his recent 
tour, Sir John Hewett, Lieutenant- 
Governor of the United Provinces, held 
meetings at Lucknow, Allahabad and 
Agra, at which he addressed the citi- 
zens on the political situation. His 
honor referred to tho attempts to as- 
sassinate Sir Andrew Fraser, tho 
Muzafferpur outrage, tho attempt on 
the Maire of Chandernagore, as well 
as to the fact that there is a secret 
society in Bengal the creed of which 
Is anarchy pure and simple. Sir John 
added that he did not think for a 
moment that there was any wide- 
spread disaffection In the United Pro- 
vinces, but because Influences were 
undoubtedly abroad which had for 
their object the corruption of the loy- 
alty of the people of these districts, 
he thought it necessary to speak, to tho 
leaders of the people with freedom and 
confidence. The movement in Bengal 
was directed primarily against the 
government, but it also spelt danger to 
all who had any stake in the country, 
and if human society was to hold to- 
gether it was necessary to extirpate 
anarchy and the anarchists from their 
midst. The first duty of government 
was to preserve law and order, and ho 
involved tho assistance of the people in 
suppressing the elements of disorder. 
He referred to the tone of certain 
newspapers and said he was deter- 
mined to insist on the enforcement of 
the law In respect of seditious writing. 
Sir John continued: "There have been 
cases of that most reprehensible prac- 
tice of sending threatening letters to 
various authorities and to well-dispos- 
ed citizens who have declared, in public 
their loyalty to the government. Again, 
the formation lately in some of our 
largo towns of clubs or secret soclet- 
tles for seditious purposes — having for 
their object the corruption of the 
minds of the student class In parti- 
cular — is a manifestation of grave 
import, and it has recently been 
brought to light that teachers in town 
and village schools have' been suborn- 
ed to act as agents for tho dissemina- 
tion of inflamatory literature and as 
preachers of seditions to the simple 
countryfolk. It appears that sorrjc 
persons require stronger food than Is 
provided in tho newspapers published 
in tho provinces, for there are people 
actively engaged in translating into 
tho language passing current here 
some of the most violent newspapers 
that are published in Bengal and Bom- 
bay. Lastly, It comes to the notice of 
many well-disposed travellers by rail- 
way that it is the commonest thing 
for sedition to be talked to tho occu- 
pants of railway carriages bv Itinerant 
preachers of doctrine hostile to gov- 
ernment. 

"These arc the difficulties with 
which government has to contend In 
dealing with the movement at: present 
directed against it, and' I: feel con- 
vinced that you will all agreo with 
me that every effort must be made to 
check the spread of sedition and to 
prevent the extension .of the .anarph- 
Ical movements into these provinces^ 
If government is to be fully informed 
as to the existence of the evil, it must 
either obtain Information voluntarily 
from those Into whose hands it may 
come, or, in default of this, extract it 
by means of the powers that are given 
for the search of houses under the 
code of criminal procedure and other 
laws. Now, as everybody knows, the 
well-disposed in this country are ex- 
posed to great difficulties in the 
matter of volunteering Information to 
tho authorities. Tho fear is very pre- 
valent that if Information is given 
against offenders the latter may re- 
taliate on those who give it. Even 
where this consideration does not 
come in, the public-spirited man 
who comes forward to give evidence 
Is necessarily subjected to much In- 
convenience and sacrifice of time. I 
do not wish to' under estimate these 
difficulties, but no state can be suc- 
cessfully or happily governed unless 
its members are, when the occasion 
calls l'or It, prepared to make a sacri- 
fice for the public weal, and a crisis 
like tho present demands that every- 
one should forgo his private feelings 
and do the best that ho can to support 
the states in preserving law and order. 

"Now, I object to indiscriminate 
searching just as much as I object to 
reckless and unjustifiable arrests. But 
it is necessary that all should under- 
stand that when there is known to bo 
a conspiracy against it, tho govern- 
ment, while strictly keeping its action 
within the law, should not hesitate to 
use all its legal powers to unearth It. 
It must spare no effort to find corre- 
spoudenceo or incriminating evidence, 
arms, or explosives, and so long as a 
search is based on reasonable sus- 
picion, it is quite proper, even if noth- 
ing Incriminating is found. So long 
as I am in charge of the government of 
these provinces, I mean to employ all 
the power that the legislation has 
given me to maintain law and order 
and to suppress disorder and sedition. 
The people and the government have 
recently been brought even moro 
closely into harmony with one another 
by the trials that we have passed 
through in the last seven or eight 
months during which famine has at- 
tacked us. 1 hope and trust that 
famine is rapidly passing away, and 
that we shall emcrgo from it with 
even better feelings towards one an- 
other than whon we began the cam- 
paign against it. 

"There can bo no industrial develop- 
ment unless peace and ciuiet reign 
among us. The difficulties of develop- 
ing this country are being accentuat- 
ed by the reputation that It has re- 
cently gained for insecurity. I have 
on former occasions insisted that 
both European and Indian capital aro 
essential If the resources of tho coun- 
try are to be properlly exploited. In- 
dian capital I then described as shy 
I think that I am justified in now des"- 
crlbing It as even shyer than it was. I 
regret that to my own knowledge 
several enterprises in theso provinces 
that rely on the provision of capital 
from England, tho supply of which 
seemed assured less than a twelve- 
month ago, have had to be Indefinitely 
postponed. This is the caso in other 
provinces as well. AVo must do all 
we can to check this by restoring 
confidence." 

Bepin Chandra Pal has left Cal- 
cutta for a tour around tho world. 
There was a small gathering of Ben- 
galis, numbering about thirty, at tho 
docks to see him off. Bcpln Pal is 
reported to bo going first to Marseil- 
les and thence to America. It ia stat- 
ed that ho will "place tho cause of 
India before the independent world." 

Decca was recently placarded with 
the following notlco in-Bengali printed 
in bold characters: "Woke up, sons of 
India! Wako up! Instead of one 
head of a Bengalee, chop off one 
hundred heads of Furlnghees."

So great Is the demand for local 
apples at present that the Victoria 
Fruit Growers' Exchange has had to 
refuse orders from tho east. Only a 
day or two ago the exchange was 
forced to turn down an order for a 
carload of apples and also one of pears 
as the local and Vancouver markets 
havo developed such a. demand that 
there is none as yet for the east ex- 
cept : some small quantities already 
shipped. 

James Drummond, manager of tho 
exchange, stated yesterday that at 
present there are about 200 boxes of 
apples arriving dally from the vicinity 
of this city and from Salt Spring Is- 
land, though the greater part of these 
arrivals is coining from tho latter 
locality. He expects that Salt Spring 
Island will this year produce about 
10,000 boxes, and the Victoria district 
about the same amount. 

The arrivals on tho market at pre- 
sent are of excellent quality and tho 
care taken in packing them lias been 
exceptional and lias enhanced tho 
value of the fruit to no small amount. 
Blenheim Orange, Gravenstolns, King's, 
Baldwins and Ribston Pippin, are tho 
chief varieties, all showing in a re- 
markable manner the productiveness' 
of the island in the matter of fruit- 
Browing. Good prices arc being ob- 
tained by the exchange for its fruit, 
from $1 to $1.35 per box wholesale for 
number one quality, and 7Gc to 90c for 
number two quality. 

This year's pear crop is said to bo 
short, in fact not half a crop. Why 
there should be this falling off this 
year is not explained, but growers 
state it is an off year and that the 
crop has been further cut on account 
of the measures taken to prevent tho 
spread of the post. The arrivals on the 
market are so small that orders can- 
not be tilled, but the quality of those 
arriving is stated to be good. The 
complaints so prevalent last year on 
tho part of the growers that they 
could not get a market for their pro- 
duce is not heard this year. Tho 
crop of pears is short not only in tho 
Victoria district but In the islands. Up 
to date tho Fruit Growers' Exchange 
has received but 600 to 700 boxes and 
of these about 300 boxes were shipped 
by F. Robson, Mayne island. Mr. 
Drummond estimates that 1,000 boxes 
will be about all the market will be 
called upon to absorb while the de 
mand is such that twice that amount 
could bo placed. Of the arrivals so 
far only about 200 boxes have been 
shipped to the east. 

An average prune crop was had this 
year, but unfortunately the product 
was marketed too early to take ad- 
vantage of the firmer prices. The crop 
In tho United States Is very short and 
prices are going higher. Tho output 
for the island tills year is figured at 
about 50,000 crates or about 1,000,000 
pounds, and of this nearly 30,000 crates 
have been shipped east, where the de- 
mand has been exceptionally good, in- 
spired no doubt by the prospects of 
the shortage in the Pacific coast states. 

The great improvement shown this 
year in the packing of nil fruits has 
been a source of comment. Experi- 
enced fruit men stale that never be- 
fore has the grower In this part of the 
country tuken such pains in packing 
ills product for the market, and us a 
result better prices have been secured 
this year than formerly when the fruit 
was sent to market and shipped east 
With but little attempt to pack it 
properly.

Death List Grows. 

Every report received tonight from 
tho fire-swept country to the north of 
this city increases the extent and 
gravity of the fire situation, and the 
death list, which started today with 
the cremating of fifteen people in the 
Metz relief train is steadily growing. 
Prcstiuc Isle and Cheboygan counties 
arc all ablaze, and tho 75 miles be- 
tween this city and the city of Che- 
boygan Is reported to bo an almost 
solid mass of fire. Alpena county is 
ablaze in every direction. Reports of 
fatalities are coming In from many 
places, but it has been impossible to 
compile anything like an authentic 
list of the victims. 

From Metz township tonight the 
cremation is reported of Henry Kemps 
his wife and two children in the farm 
house. 

Bolton, South Rogers and Metz are 
among the destroyed vilages. 

Laroque is ' threatened tonight, and 
there is little hope but that it will be 
destroyed before morning. 

Only the church Is left In the vil- 
lage of Cathro, and It is crowded witli 
refugees from the village and nearby 
farms. A report brought in tonight 
from Alcona county says a strip twen- 
ty miles wide from Hubbard Lake to 
the Au Sable river is burning. More 
than fifty farms are reported tonight 
to have been swept by the fires today 
and their buildings destroyed. 

At Presquc Isle, on Lake Huron, 
Keeper Garritty was compelled today 
to abandon the government fog signal 
station and flee for his life. 
- Wire communication throughout the 
burned district has been slow and un- 
certain. Scores of poles have been 
destroyed and many miles of wires are 
down. 

With improved communication to- 
morrow it is feared that the death list 
and the amount of property loss will 
bo materially greater. 

Night of Terror. 

Sixty passengers on a southbound 
Detroit & .Mackinaw railway train, 
Which left Cheboygan last night for 
this city spent a night of horror at 
Laroque. Flames surrounded the 
train, and it was impossible to pro- 
ceed or retreat from It. Huddled hi 
their cars, the terrified passengers 
spent the night in momentary expecta- 
tion that the train would he "consumed. 
It was saved, however, by hard work, 
and the passengers came on to Alpena 
this afternoon. When the last report 
came in from Laroque it was hoped 
that the town would be saved.

Buffalo, X.Y., Oct. 10.— Tributes to 
the pioneers of the woman suffrage 
movement and a study of ways and 
means to spread their propaganda in 
the future engrossed the attention of 
the delegates at today's session of the 
40th annual convention, of the Na- 
tional American Woman's Suffrage as- 
sociation. 

The speakers at the commemorative 
social in honor of the first woman's 
rights convention, Included many des- 
cendants of the delegates who took 
part in that gathering at Seneca Falls 
In 1848. 

"It is only by comparison," said the. 
Rev. Anna Shaw, speaking of the fa- 
mous Seneca Falls convention, "that 
wo are able today to understand what 
those brave women endeavored to se- 
cure, things which we accept as a 
matter of course. These women start- 
ed the greatest revolution tho world 
has ever known, and in tho sixty 
years since that time, women have 
gained more than in the six hundred 
preceding them." 

Kate M. Gordon of New Orleans, 
corresponding secretary, said In her 
report that President Roosevelt in- 
formed her In reply to a communica- 
tion that a petition with 1,000,000 sig- 
natures would not move him to recom- 
mend woman suffrage to congress. The 
reports showed that thirty-five na- 
tional and International associations 
had endorsed woman suffrage Includ- 
ing tho American Federation of La- 
bor, the United Textile Workers' of 
America, the United Mine Workers and 
the Patrons of Husbandry National 
Grange. „ 

Miss Elizabeth Hauser of Warren, 
Ohio, made an Interesting report on 
the work In the newspaper Held by the 
National Press department, giving rea- 
sons for the rapid advance in this de- 
partment. Miss Hauser said: "Events 
have occurred which are worth talking 
about. • The women of Des Moines, 
Iowa, won In their Injunction suit 
against the building of a city hall, be- 
cause they were not permitted to vote 
on the bond Issue.
